SUMMARY. 


The proposed State law to levy a 
special tax on certain sales of brokers, 
has caused considerable discussion 
among mewbers of the New York Ex- 
changes, who of course oppose any 
measure of that character. The sharp 
advance and decline in the price of 
Salicine has been a surprise to the 
trade, but as the fluctuations were 
purely speculative, the reactions in the 
market are better understood. The 
cause of the advance in Bleaching 
Powder is referred to. Saccharine and 
Glucose as a combined substitute for 
cane sugar have many enemies who 
fear the competition; as there has 
been nothing but talk to show that 
the famous sweet substance is a real- 
ity, the excitement is a trifle prema- 
ture. The great depreciation in the 
price of Aniline Colors seems to be a 
permanent feature, and unless checked 
will prove disastrous. Lard and 
Greases are in a good position on ac- 
count of limited supplies of hogs, and 
high prices are expected to rule until 
nest autumn. Chemical and Paint 
factories are wanted in San Francisco, 
where the advantages are claimed to 
be excellent with an abundance of raw 
material. The Bankruptcy guestivn 
is receiving attention from merchant-, 
and they are petitioning the State leg- 
islature to prohibit preferences in as- 
signments. 

The Billingsley Pipe Line Bill is 
creatinz more excitement than any 
measure before the Pennsylvania Leg- 


islature; comments from the daily 
press are given in this i sue.

THE LEADING POSITION OF LARD 

AND GREASES. 

The bull movement in lard has 
directed considerable attention to that 
article and influenced speculators to 
leave the wheat ring to indulge in 
more active trading in hog products, 
of which lard takes the lead. One of 
the reasons assigned for the present 
situation is, that all products of the 
hog have advanced more than lard 
and this fact has caused a curtailed 
production of the latter, as a large 
portion of the fat is left on the hams, 
shoulders and other cuts. The hog 
packing of the entire West for the 
current winter to date is estimated to 
be about 270,000 hogs less than for the 
same time last year, the decrease being 
about four per cent. The shortage in

the crop of hogs is now admitted to be 
caused principally by the poor crop of 
corn west of the Mississippi river, 
where most of the hogs are raised. 
Receipts are running short; stocks all 
over the country are smaller than ex- 
pected, while the demand has been 
active for consumption and specula- 
tive account. 

Within the last two weeks, prices 
have taken a decided jump, and the 
limited supply seems to be a feature 
of foreign markets. A few days since 
a lot of lard was purchased for ship- 
ment to Torontv, and a duty of two 
cents per pound will have to be paid 
in crossing the border. A _ reeapitula- 
tion of the exports of lard for the week 
ending February 12, is as follows:

There has been a noticeable increase 
inshipments since February 12, but 
the official figures have not been com- 
piled. From November 1, to the date 
above mentioned, the increase in ex- 
ports were 29,156,397 pounds over the 
same period last year. It is said that 
the hog supply is used up more closely 
than is usual at this date in the year, 
so that the prospect is for much less 
than the average production during 
the summer months, while the stocks 
of product in Chicago are actually on 
the decrease during this month—a 
statement that would not hold gocd 
for any other February since Chicago 
distanced Cineinnati in the packing 
race just a quarter of a century ago. 

For these reasons it is believed that 
the improvement in lard oil has only 
commenced, that it will see much 
higher prices and continue on that 
basis until next fall. Cotton oil will 
be influenced accoraingly, and the 
consumption of the latter largely in- 
creased in the lard trade. Speculation 
in provisions is now at its height in this 
city and Chicago, and conservative 
tradesmen fear that speculation may 

be carried too far, thus causing a tem- 
porary reaction in values but without 
doing any lasting injury to the market.

BLEACHING POWDER. 

The recent advance in the price of 
bleaching powder in England has 
created quite a commotion among the 
paper manufacturers in this country, 
but there is a diversity of opinion as 
to its being maintained. The evident 
indisposition of consumers to buy 
ahead of their wants shows their dis- 
trustin the future of the article, but 
it is very questionable whether this 
want of faith in the price being main- 
tained is well founded. Those familiar 
with the course of the chemical mar- 
ket for several years past are well 
aware that it has been an unprofit- 
able business for the English manu- 
facturers with the exception of bleach- 
ing powder. Thatit bas not been so 
with this article is only because of the 
ability of the manufacturers to eon- 
trol the production by reason of com- 
bination. 

{t has been impossible for the man- 
ufacturers by the LeBlane process to 
compete with the ammonia process in 
the cheap production of soda ash, and 
the only alternative of the former for 
their self-preservation was to combine 
in regulating the production and price 
of bleaching powders, the manufae- 
ture of which was considered imprae- 
ticable by those working the ammo- 
nia process, 

Some months since it was intimated 
that the ammonia process people were 
ina fair way of producing bleaching 
powder also, but their efforts, it is un- 
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derstood, have not been a success. 
When, therefore, soda ash reached a 
lower level than ever before known, it 
was but reasonable to suppose the 
makers would endeavor to advance 
the price of bleach to equalize the 
decline in soda ash. Doubtless the 
continued increase of consuroption, 
with the curtailed output, has enabled 
them to makea substantial advance 
in the price, and one which can pro- 
bably be well maintained for some 


time to come. 


This advance in price cannot be 
considered a hardship by ouy paper- 
makers, for they are obtaining their 
other chemicals at correspondingly 
low prices, and have been doing so for 
Were it not for the 
profits obtained on bleach, many 
chemical works would have long since 
been given up, indeed, many not hay- 
ing the facilities for making bleach 


a long time past. 


have been abandoned and consumers, 


it is reasonable to suppose, would 
have been paying higher prices for 


soda ash and bleach as well. 


Latest cable advices inform us that 
the Liverpool bleach market is firm at 
£8 5s. per ton, and for prompt ship- 
ment not readily obtainable at this 
figure. Some makers are fully sold for 
March and April, and several large 
manufacturers report their sales at a 
price in soft wood casks, showing 


their sales tobe for the home market. 
This indicates that the buying is not 
all for America, and that the home 
consumers are satisfied to pay present 
prices for some time to come. 

The buying in this country on ac- 
count of the advancing price has gen- 
erally been tosupply immediate wants, 
and stocks in the hands of consumers 
are generally conceded to be unusu- 
ally light. A good business is antici- 
pated in this country for the present 
year, and should these anticipations 
be fulfilled, we may look for an in- 
creased demand, and the natural re- 
sult therefrom will be a further ad- 
vance in the price of this important 
chemical. 

If, on the other hand, from any un- 
foreseen occurrence there should be a 
disruption of the combination and the 
production become somewhat un- 
limited, a reaction would be sure to 
follow. But it is hardly reasonable to 
suppose that the manufacturers who 
have combined for their own salvation 
will allow such a calamity to befall 
them, more especially as they have 
proved during the past three years 
how successfully it can be maintained. 
It must also be borne in mind that 
£8 to £10 is not an unusual price for 
this article. Many of our readers have 
in years past made contracts for bleach- 
ing powder at prices ranging from £12 
to £20 per ton and found it a profit- 
able purchase.

THE UPS AND DOWNS OF SALI- 
CINE, 


During the period of activity in the 
drug market, when prices of many ar- 
ticles of which notice is taken in our 
regular reports were advancing almost 
daily under the stimulus of specula- 
tive and legitimate demand, salicine 
took a sudden jump from one dollar 
and eighty cents per pound to ten dol- 
lars. There it lingered for about a 
week, and then as suddenly dropped 
off to five dollars per pound, which, at 
the date of present writing, is the mar- 
ket price. Reasons for the advance 
were not vouchsafed at the time, all 
that the dealers here appeared to 
know being that the price had ad- 
vanced to forty shillings in London, 
and that they were to limit each sale 
they made to a specified quantity, 
cabling the fact of each sale to the 
London house from which they ob- 
tained their supply. Through the me- 
dium of the London Chemist and 
Druggist, we now learn that the re- 
cent advance was eutirely artificial, 
and was based on the report that one

From 
such information as we have been able 


the use of salicine is so comparatively 
unimportant that it might be discon- 
tinued entirely without any great loss 
to medicine. It is prescribed gener- 
ally, if not entirely, as a substitute for 
quinine in febrile cases where the sys- 
tem of the patient cannot stand the 
effects of the stronger cinchona alka- 
loid. Buteven in such cases its uses 
might be dispensed with altogether, 
as we have said, because other salts 
could be substituted. 

In describing the nature aud meth- 
ods of producing salicine, our London 
contemporary says: 

The supply of willow bark [of which salicine 
is the active principle—Ep. O., P. & D. R.], is 
limited, but is practically sufficient for all re- 
quirements. Though obtainable frors more 
than twenty species of salix, thece are only a 
few which yield it in sufficiently large quan- 
tity for manufacturers’ purposes. Salix alba, 
galix caprea and salix purpurea are the princl- 
pal species operated upon, while certain kinds 
of poplar bark also yield sufficient salicine to 
be worth working. The bark is obtained prin- 
cipally from Germany and America. Although 
it grows abundantly in this country most of 
the bark which has been tried, even of species 
which generally yield salicine, has been found 
useless. For example, the burk of several trees 
of salix purpurea which grew near a chemical 
factory was tried, but it yielded nothing. The 
process of manufacture is very simple. The 
bark is placed in large cylindrica! iron tanks 
into which steam is passed; this condensing 
forms a concentrated infusion, which is drawu 
off and treated with lime to remove tannin 
and ccloring matter. The clear liquor is then 
passed to the crystallizing vats, the crystalline 
deposit afterwards collected, placed in calico 
bag, and subjected to hydraulic pressure, 
whereby residual coloring matter is pressed 
out, The semi-dried matter is afterwards re- 
crystallized. 


The information contained in this 
extract is substantially correct except, 
apparently, in one particular. In giv- 
ing the sources of supply of salicine pro- 
ducing willow barks,our contemporary 
mentions Germany and Americaas the 
This, ac- 
cording to the testimony of American 
chemists, is incorrect so far as America 
is concerned, for, although many ex- 
periments have been mude with the 


different species of native willow bark, 


the results have not been snfficiently 
satisfactory to warrant their contin- 
uance, The introduction of salix alba, 
or the white willow, into this country 
is referred to in the United States Dis- 
pensatory, and Col. Colt, of Hartford, 
Conn., widely known in connection 
with fire arms, demonstrated that its 
propagation was possible when he 
planted iton the banks of the Connec- 
ticut River to protect them against 
periodical freshets. The change of 
climate, however, seems to have affect- 
ed a change in its nature, rendering 
the production of salicine from its bark 
unprofitable.

SACCHARINE AND GLUCOSE. 


There seems to be a never-ending 
controversy over saccharine, which is 
to be introduced into the United States 
about next May from Germany. The 
cane sugar interests are fighting the 
new product with a vengeance that is 
amusing, while the glucose manufac- 
turers are assisting it all they can, as 
the success of saccharine means an en- 
larged outlet for glucose, as a combi- 
nation of the two, it is expected, will 
drive cane sugar to the wall. The in- 
terested parties on both sides have be- 
come very much excited lately, and 
are now in the midst of a serious quar-

be reserved until saccharine is on the 
market, if it ever does put inan ap- 
pearance. As only a small portion of 
saccharine matter is to be added to 
glucose to give the latter the sweeten- 
ing properties of cane sugar, there is 
no good ground for the charge of 
fraudulent adulteration; the combina- 
tion will be a regular manufactured 
product without the addition of any 
foreign substances to cheapen or give 
it weight. 

It seems that the public have been 
laboring under a wrong impression as 
to the inventor of saccharine. Prof. 
Fahlberg has been receiving all the 
credit, but a new candidate for the 
honors has come into the field, in the 
person of Prof. Ira Remsen, of the 
John Hopkins University, Baltimore. 
The latter gentleman protests in the 
“interest of truth and justice,” and 
claims that Fahlberg only carried out 
his directions; that the latter did not 
make the discovery, and would never 
have made it if left to his own re- 
sonrees. Fahlberg was an advanced 
student under Remsen at the Balti- 
more university named, and both gen- 
tlemen worked on the problem which 
brought forth the famous sweet sub- 
stance. This statement spoils a very 
interesting story which appeared in 
many papers here and abroad about 
how Fahlberg made the dis:overy 
alone and unaided. At all events, he 
has the patents in his name, and Rem- 
sen is left out in the cold. To get 
even with his scheming partner, 
Remsen states in a card to the 
public that saccharine cannot be made 
cheap enough at present to makeita 
successful rival of sugar, and that the 
time is far distant when this can be 
accomplished. He says further that 
sugar has not been made from coal tar; 
the sulphinide belongs to an entirely 
new class of compouncs which are now 
under investigation in the laboratory 
of the Baltimore University; that these 
substances have nothing in common 
with sugar except the sweet taste. 
And he points out the fact that other 
sweet substances beside the sulphin- 
ides have been made from coal tar 
many years, but the world has not 
been excited over them and he cannot 
see any occasion for getting excited 
over the latest discovery of the kind. 
In other words, Prof. Remsen, the act- 
ual inventor of saccharine, thinks it is 
a very commonplace discovery, which 
he allowed to rest for his co-laborer to 
profit by—but not in a pecuniary way 
so far. 

Should the foreign manufacturers of 
saccharine be successful in their enter- 
prise, they will expect a good trade in 
the United Statex, and the question of 
duty will have to be considered. The 
tariff on all preparations of coul tar, 
not colors and dyes, and not specially 
enumerated or provided for, is twenty 
per cent. ad valorem, andthe duty on 
glucose (the syrup) or grape sugar (the 
granulated product) is the same. In 
this case the duty would be levied on 
the component part of chief value, but 
it makes no difference as both articles 
are assessed the same. It is argued 
that the importation of saccharine in 
its prepared state would be unpro fit 
able, but the same argument would 
hold good in regard to glucose which 
has been imported in large quantities 
for years, as shown by the following 
comparison:

THE DEPRESSION IN ANILINE 
COLORS. 

For several years past the condition 
of the market for aniline colors has been 
unsatisfactory to those who import or 
dealinthem. ‘The situation seems to 
have grown worse with each season, 
until at the present time the climax of 
dissatisfaction appears to have been 
reached. Competition has been very 
keen, and prices have correspondingly 
suffered, the margin of profit having 
steadily narrowed down until the dif- 
ference betw.en the selling price and 
the cost of production, ete., is, accurd- 
ing to the producers, so small as to 
scarcely admit of any profit at all. But 
this is not the worst of it. The great 
shrinkage in values has, we are in- 
formed, caused a corresponding depre- 
ciation in quality of many colors, 
though in established brands the 
standard of purity and strength has 
been maintaned, Not satisfied with 
the comparatively low prices that 
were the natural result of im- 
proved processes which, greatly cheap- 
ening the cest of production, enabled 
the manufacturers to sell at much 
lower rates and still make a reasonable 
profit, buyers have sought to obtain 
still greater concessions, in which ef- 
fort they have been successful. But 
they have really gained little. They 
obtain the colors at much lower prices 
than they could a few years ago, 
and may get them for still less in the 
future, as the shaving process is still 
going on, but what they have gained 
in price they lose in the real value of 
the goods, few manufacturers being 
able to produce them in ordinary pur- 
ity of quality at the present market 
rate. 

We saw some samples of fuchsine re- 
cently which were greatly deficient in 
color, and were evidently largely adul- 
terated. Yet these goods had been 
taken in preference to the pure, bril- 
liant color at a comparatively trifling 
difference in price. It may be that 
the consumer was not competent to 
judge of the merits of what he was 
buying; yet this can hardly be the 
case. It seeems quite probable, as has 
been intimated to us, that many buyers 
do not give enough time to the careful 
examination of the colors they use, and 
if afterward they discover any deficien- 
cy in the applied color, they attribute 
the fault to themselves. This care- 
lessness combined with the desire to 
buy at ‘‘the bottom notch,” is without 
doubt responsible for the extensive 
adulteration which has been practiced 
of late and which will be continued 
until the buyers discover that although 
the prices they pay are low they are not 

‘really getting the value of their money 
in all cases. We don’t wish to be 
understood as encouraging producers 
to impose high prices upon the con- 
sumers or to urge the consumers to 
encourage large profits on manufac- 
tures, but there is a point beyond 
which honest production cannot go, 
and in view of the facts as they exist 
the question arises whether that point 
has not now been reached,

PROPOSED LAW TO TAX SALES 
AT THE EXCHANGES. 

There is a bill before the State Sen- 
ate, now in session at Albany, which 
is in effect an act to provide a revenue 
for the State by a special tax on cer- 
tain sales of brokers. The bill pro- 
vides a tax of one-fiftieth of one per 
cent. on speculative sales. Recently 
the State Committee on Taxation and 
Retrenchment gave a hearing to New 
York brokers and members of the ex- 
changes, at which some singular arg u- 
ments were advanced by men in whom 
more shrewdness was reasonably ex- 
pected. Representations were made 
by a member of the Stock Exchange 
showing that that institution was the 
medium for the transfer of about 120,- 
000,000 shares of stock, $636,000,000 of 
corporation bonds and $12,000,000 of

Government bonds per year. If the 
bill is passed the annual tax on the 
exchange will be $5,000,000 per year. 
The exchange has « membership of 
1,000, 700 of whom are in the habit of 
transacting business on the floor. This 
would make the average annual tax 
to each member $7,000. In remarks 
relating to the effect of such tax as is 
proposed and upon the class of trans- 
actions upon which it could or could 
not properly be levied, considerable 
was said about “bucket shops” and 
purely ‘‘speculative transactions,” but 
it was clear the Senate Committee 
could not draw the line between the 
purely “speculative transactions” and 
the ordinary everyday transactions on 
the floor of the Stock Exchange, and 
they apparently regarded it a ‘‘split- 
ting of hairs.” It was stated by some 
of those in attendance that in a draft 
of the bill which the Stock Exchange 
committee propose to present as a 
substitute, and which they would ask 
the Senate Committee to indorse,there 
would be provision for the taxation of 
“speculative sales,” and it was also 
hinted that an attempt would be made 
to strike a blow at the: stock dealings 
at the Consolidated Stock and Petro- 
leum Exchange. The sales at the latter 
are certainly as legitimate as are those 
on the floor of its more pretentious 
neighbor, and it is simply the case of 
the pot calling the kettle black. If 
stock transactions on the Consolidated 
Exchange are ‘‘speculative” then they 
are equally so on the Stock Exchange. 
It is a weak attempt to makea distinc- 
tion where there is no difference. We 
do not believe that the efforts of the 
Stock Exchange people will prove ef- 
fectual; in fact we are of opinion that 
they will only doinjury to their cause 
by an attempt to throw mud at their 
neighbors, whose growth aid import- 
ance causes a feeling of jealousy and 
prompts this unwise course. 


While the feeling shown by members 
of the Stock Exchange toward the 
Consolidated Exchange may in some 
degree be said to be but natural, there 
was a display of feeling shown on the 
part of members of the Produce Ex- 
change, and by its worthy president, 
that caused astonishment and merits 
the resentment of all members of 
the Broadway Exchange. President 
James McGee of the Produce Exchange 
is credited with stating to the Senate 
Committee that “the speculation in 
crude petroleum certificates made un- 
just values, but grain was not affected 
by it.” Perhaps not. We have heard 


‘of corners in wheat,and inall the other 


cereals, but not in petroleum, and 
whenever a corner was made we sup- 
pose it wasnot ‘“‘speculative” and the 
price was “not affeeted,” But such 
ridiculous assertions and disparaging 
comparisons come with a very bad 
grace from the President of the Pro- 
duce Exchange. Itis not so very long 
since strong effurts were made to 
have one of the petroleum exchanges 
then existing consoliiate with the vir- 
tuous and ‘“‘non-speculative” Produce 
Exchange, and a failure to bring this 
about caused the latter to regard petro- 
leum as sour grapes. The good people 
of the Produce Exchange, who would 
have the Senate Committee believe that 
no such very wicked doings as making 
speculative sales and purchases is done 
on any but the Petroleum Exchange, 
were terribly chagrined at the failure 
of their attempt to establish a bull 
ring on the floor of their exchange, for 
the exclusive use of transactions in 
petroleum certificates. This they have 
probably forgotten, yet they did all 
they could to attract the petroleum 
brokers,and at times when speculation 
in wheat and oats was dull they were 
not loath to gather around the petrole- 
um ring and “take a flyer” in certifi- 
cates. Probably the disappointment 
rankles, but itis poor policy to show 
boyish spite in matters of this kind, 
We have little to fear, however, that 


the legislators at Albany will pass a 
bill that will discriminate in favor of 
one exchange and against another: in 
fact it will be impossible to dosoas the 
stock transactions on the Consolidated 
Stock and Petroleum Exchanges are of 
the same nature as the transactions on 
the New York Stock Exchange, and 
the dealings in petroleum certificates 
are just as legitimate as are the deal- 
ings in wheat, corn, oats, or hog 


products on the Produce Exchange.

MERCHANTS AROUSED ON THE 
BANKRUPTCY QUESTION. 


For the past two weeks city mer- 
chants in all the various trades have 
been signing petitions for the passage 
ofa bankruptcy bill now before the 
legislature at Albany, the main pro- 
vision of which is to prohibit the 
making of preferences by insolvent 
debtors and for the better protection 
of creditors in assignment cases. The 
matter has been urged by the New 
York Board of Trade and it is surpris- 
ing to see what interest is manifested 
in the petitions by business men who 
generally consign such circulars to the 
waste basket. As Congress has trifled 
with the be nkruptcy question for years 
without any hope of reaching a con- 
clusion, members of the Albany legis- 
lature are appealed to for a state law 
to prevent fraudulent assignments, 
There 1s no question about the neces- 
sity of such a measure, but if the busi- 
ness community want it, a strong ex- 
pression of public opinion will have to 
be filed at Albany to insure its passage. 
The practice of making preferences in 
assignments has been abused to such 
an extent that the system is in bad 
repute, and the only remedy suggested 
is to abolish the privilege. The popu- 
larity of the scheme ought to carry it 
through the legislature, if the assem- 
blymen give the measure proper atten- 
tion.

CHEMICAL AND PAINT FACTORIES 
WANTED. 

The grand rush to establish new 
business enterprises in the Southern 
States has awakened a desire on the 
Pacific coast to follow the example, 
and the great advantages of San Fran- 
cisco Bay are set forth in glowing 
colors by persons who have property 
for gale, probably. It is claimed that 
the extensive waterways and ocean 
navigation lighten the burden of 
freight charges which inland towns 
are subjected to, and as a boom or 
real estate has not yet commenced, the 
long shore line of the Bay should bea 
beehive of industry instead of remain- 
ing vacant. The interested parties 
object to the importation of soda ash, 
caustic soda, alum, sulphate of alu- 
mina, bleaching powder, etc., when 
all the raw materials and cheap fuel 
are to be found there ready for the 
factories. Special attention is directed 
to chrome ore, from which chrome 
salts could be produced to advantage. 
The hill districts of California are said 
to contain as fine natural mineral 
colors to be found anywhere, and the 
factis pointed out that from the 
Sierra mountains were taken ochers, 
umbers, siennas and other materials 
for paints, which should be prepared 
on the spot for home supply instead 
of being imported. It is argued that 
the raw materials are furnished by 
California for manufacturing all the 
orange mineral and vermilion used in 
that State, but that the first product 
has to be exported and the second im- 
ported. Capitalists are invited to 
locate factories for the manufacture 
of chemicals and paints and reap the 
great benefits which are certain to re- 
sult from hard labor and years of per-

At the suggestion of the Surgeon-General of 
Her Me jesty’s forces in India, the Government 
there have resolved to make trial of the fluid 
extract of cinchonain Upper Burmah. Much 
inefficiency among the troops there is due to 
fever, and it is thought that the fluid extract 
may prove more useful than quinine or the 
well-known cinchona febrifuge, which is a 
mixture of the whole of the alkaloids of the 
bark, 


A paper on “The Use of Agalite in the Man- 
ufacture of Paper’? was read by Mr. W.J. 
Macadam at the last meeting of the Edinburg 
section of the Society of Chemical Industry. 
Agalite, it appears, is much used for “loading” 
paper in America. It is a natural rock silicate 
of magnesia. Its somewhat fibrous nature 
gives it advantages over china clay, The fine 
surface of certain American paper is said to be 
due to its use. 


Members of the Produce, Cotton and Coffee 
Exchanges have organized a movement for the 
purpose of inducing the banks to pay a higher 
rate of interest on margin deposits. They 
claim that the rate, which is now 24% per cent, 
should be3 percent. The management of the 
banks say the state of the money market and 
the extra work which the margin deposits im- 
pose upon their employes forbid an advance in 
the rate et present. 


Mr. Clayton Rockhill, sole agent in the 
United States for Charras’ celebrated brand of 
essential oils, has returned to the city froma 
very successful tour through the West and has 
appointed Mr. Geo.

They 
claim that this action was not only in the in- 
terest of the larger cominission houses, who 
would thus compel the smaller traders to do it 
through their offices, but also to clear their 
contracts through them, They also claim that 
the Board has no right to abridge the right of 
contract between members. 


The German State Potash Works have hith- 
erto always devoted themselves exclusively to 
the production of caymallite, leavimg to private 
firms the further preparation of the same, and 
therefore other works, who prepare their own 
Salts as fast as they are put out, manifestly had 
a substantial advantage. This is now to be 
altered, and in the Prussian Budget for 1887-88 
a sum of 350,000 marks is set aside for the ereo- 
tion of a station “for the dissolution of carnal- 
lite salts” c:ose to the Achenbach shaft of the 
Stassfurt salt works. 


A meeting of the creditors of the Denison 
Paper Company was held at Auburn, Me., on 
Thursday. The company presented a state- 
ment showing outside real estate and bills re- 
ceivable $115,198, beside the plant at Canton 
and Mechanic Falls.

WINDOW GLASS. 


The demand for window glass continues to 
be fair, even despite the advance in prices. To 
an impartial observer there is manifest a dis- 
position in certain quarters to “bull” the mar- 
ket. Undoubtedly the sentiment finds its jus- 
tification in the large sales made by manufac- 
turers (as well as the amall importations) dur- 
ing the last six months. It should be borne in 
mind, however, that such of the abnormal de- 
mand has been the result of speculative pur- 
chases, and that some buyers (notably large 
jobbere) are stocked for not only present but 
also future demand, I know of one or more 
Western houses who claim the exception of 
occasional purchases of car-load lots until a 
date which nearly approaches midsummer. 
There seems to be no reason to doubt that the 
spring inquiry will not foist manufactures to 
the pinnacle of success.

A DECISION ON POTATO STARCH, 


A rather interesting decision has been ren- 
dered during the week in the U.S. District 
Court for the Northern District of Lilnois in 
reference to the collection of duties on potato 
starch. In January, 1886, 100 bags of this arti- 
cle which had been entered at this point as 
farina were seized by order of the collector as 
baving been improperly, if not fraudulently, 
entered. An appeal having been taken to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the latter affirmed 
the decision of the Chicago vollector, and suit 
was brought by the importers to recover the 
goods seized. The claim was that the article in 
question should have been entered either as 
farina, in which case it would be free of duty, 
or among non-enumerated goods, subject to a 
duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem, ir stead of two 
cents per pound as claimed by the collector. 
Judge Blodgett’s decision is to the effect that 
potato starch having been entered as farina 
for more than a year after samples had beer 
submit ted to the Treasury officials for inspec-

PAINTS. 


The prediction made a week ago that cor- 
roders would make no further concessions to 
buyers has failed of fulfiment. I have learned, 
on excellent authority, that at least one con- 
cern is offering white lead at 534c net cash to 
buyers of 26 tons, deliveries to be made in 
quantities to suit purchasers at any time within 
twelve months from the date of the first order. 
No other restrictions are imposed but buyers 
are required to obligate themselves to pay the 
stipulated price during the entire year, without 
regard to any possible further decline in open 
quotations, One would naturally suppose that 
the latter provision was unnecessary, and its 
insertion might at first be regarded as a piece of 
keen satire. Such, however. is not the case, 
and the fact that the company offering 
such liberal terms should consider it 
expediert to protect themselves against 
any possible further drop affords in it- 
self astriking commentary on the present sit- 
uation of affairs in the white lead trade. From 
present appearances it seems likely that the 
Struggle now going on, if not terminated by 
the barmonization of conflicting interests, will 
end—at least so far as the West is concerned— 
in the survival of the fittest. And yet, it is 
difficult to see just how Western corroders 
could unite for some time to come, in view of 
the undoubted fact that not a few of them 
have entered into contracts for future delivery 
which will not expire for many months to 
come. Dealers appear to be as much dissatis- 
fied with the outlook as are the corroders

The United States Crude Petroleum Gas and 
Refining Company was incorported in Balti- 
more last Wednesday with a capital stock of

gas is manufactured from crude petroleum 
during the process of refining. Mr. Kniese 
claims that his invention reduces the price of 
gas and leaves a merchantable article of refined 
petroleum. 


Some notes by Mr. D. R. Stewart, F.C.S., on 
“The Occurrence of Petroleum in a Shale Mine 
at Broxburn,” were made at a meeting of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, held in Scotland 
recently. This petroleum is so thick that it 
cannot be pumped, and consequentiy is not 
likely ever to be of any service from a pecuni- 
ary point of view. Itssp.gr. is °842, and at 76 
deg. F. it assumes the consistence of butter. 
Mr. Irvine, F.C.S., read a note on a specimen 
of Egyptian petroleum. It was remarkable, 
he said, for the entire absence of burning oil. 


A large and enthusiastic meeting of inde- 
pendent refiners, producera and others en- 
gaged in the petroleum bueiness met in Oil 
City one day last week to take steps in regard 
to the Billingsley bill. Producers from Mc- 
Kean, Forest, Warren, Clarion and Butler 
counties were present. A committee was ap- 
pointed to amend the billand an attorney se- 
cured to put the bill in the proper shape to be 
acted upon by the Legislature. The bill as 
amended reads that the storage charges shall 
not exceed 15 cents per 1,000, and the rate of 
pipeage not exceed 5 cents per barrel. 


Reports from Bryan, Williams county, Ohio, 
50 miles northwest of Findiay, say that oil was 
struck there last Wednesday an¢ that the well 
is flowing 100 barrels per hour. If this well 
roves astayer the geologists are at fault again. 
The Geological Survey of Ohio, vol. I., under 
he head of Williams county, and sub-head 
*Petroleum,”’ contains this: “The decided 
orthward and westward dip of the rocks of 
his vicinity is plainly indicated by the various 
utcrops and well records, and leaves little ex- 
ectation that the essential condition ofan 
rched receiver will be realized in the undurat- 
drocks. It is not impossible, however, that 
ock oil exists at the base of the drift.” 


It is reported that William A. Myera, of 
olivar, this State, has invented a chcap pro 
ss for the manufacture of gas from crude 
etroleum. To a reporter the invetor said: 
‘I hav invented a gas apparatus by which we 
ran generite from one barrel of crude oil, 
‘rom 150,000 to 175,(00 cubic feet of gas for fuel 
purposes, which will not cost more than 2 cents 
thousand and will give such a heat as to melt 
ron, steel, or any other metal. We can also 
enerate by the same process 8,600 cubic feet 
f carburetted hydrogen gas, 42 candle power, 
yy actual protometer test, for illuminating 
»urposes, which will enable us to giveto the 
public 60 to 75 cent gas.’ 


An immense flow of gas was struck last Wed- 
esday at the Union Oil Company’s Morgan No

Trade Marks Between France and 
Switzerland. 


The Swiss papers publish the text of a con- 
vention agreed to between the two Govern- 
ments, on January 27, respecting the interpre- 
tation to be given to treaties made in 1864 and 
1882 for the better protection of trade marks 
between the two countries. As the covenant 
may be of interest to manufacturers owning 
trade marks in either country, a literal trans- 
lation of the agreement is subjoined: “It is 
understood that trade-marks filed in one or the 
other country, in virtue of the convention of 
June 30, 1864, shall remain in force until the ex- 
piration of a term of fifteen years from the 
time of the filing of the protection which the 
legislation of the respective country grants or 
shall hereafter grant to indigenous trade 
marks, without its being necessary to effect a 
new filing.”

Barrels made from Paper Pulp. 

The growing scarcity of the timber supply 
has given rise to the serious question of how 
to produce packages fur oil, liquors and sim 
ilar substances which will meet the demands 
of the market. This question has at different 
times during the last twenty years led to var- 
ious attempts to produce a paper barrel which 
would answer all the purposes for which the 
wooden barrel is used. These attempts, how- 
ever, have been attended with no practical 
success until recently, when a barrel was pro 
duced from paper pulp which seems destined 
to supersede the wooden article. Its general 
appearance is that of the common wooden bar 
rel thickly varnished, while only five pieces are 
used in making it. Itis bound with ordinary 
wooden hoops and the head is of one piece, so 
constructed that it fits into the barrel air-tight 
and is held firmly in place by a hoop without 
the use of nails. The body is seamless and the 
interior and exterior are glazed with a sub- 
stance which renders the barrel impervious 
to moisture, so that liquids of all kinds can be 
transported in it without.loss. The cost of 
manufacturing the paper barrels is no greater 
than that of making the wooden article and 
with the patented machine, it is said that two 
men can produce 600 barrels in a day.

We believe that an equitable adjust- 
ment of the matters referred to should be 
made by negotiation in an amicable and busi- 
ness like way, and not by legislation that may 
antagonize and prove unsatisfactory and inju- 
rious to both, and suggest that you appoint a 
time and place to meet a committee repre- 
senting the @’ * dJoterests.

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New Method for Detecting Cinchona 
Alkaloids in Quinine Sulphate. 


0. SCHLICKUM, 

The insolubility of quinine chromate, recent- 
ly observed by De Vrij, ied the author to the 
idea that by making use of this fact a very sim- 
ple method for the detection of the other cin- 
chona alkaloids, might be discovered. As 
shown in his communication to the Pharm, 
Ztg., his experiments have given very favor- 
able results. 

After having thoroughly investigated the be- 
havior of the sulphates of the various cin- 
chona alkaloids with potassium chromate, and 
made use of the relative solubilities in deter- 
mining the method described below, he arrived 
at the conclusion that the new method excels 
all others in simplicity and delicacy, as it will 
show.the presence of 0.5 per cent. cinchonine 
sulphate and I'per cent. of cinchonidine or 
quinidine sulphate in quinine sulphate, 

For the practical execution of the method he 
recommends the following simple process: 0.5 
g. quinine sulphate is beated to boiling with 
10 g. water and then 0.15 g. pulverized potas- 
sium chromate is added. The thoroughly 
shaken mixture is set aside to cool and stirred 
from time totime. After at least four hours 
(after the whole of the quinine chromate has 
crystallized} out) it is brought on a filter and 
1 drop of potassium hydroxide solution is add- 
ed. No separation should take place, neither 
immediately nor after the lapse of 1 hour. 

In the presence of 0.5 per cent. cinchonine 
sulphate, or 1 perZcent. quinidine or cinchoni- 
dine sulphate, a floculent precipitate separates 
in about % hour; with 1 per cent.of the former 
or 1.5 per cent of the latter a turbidity is im- 
mediately produced. The amount of foreign 
alkaloids present may be approximately esti- 
mated by the degree of the turbidity. The es- 
sential requirement is that the quinine chro- 
mate is completely crystallized out and four 
hours ure always sufficient to effect this. To 
test other neutral quinine salts, e. g., quinine 
hydrochloride, a preliminary conversion into 
the sulphate is not necessary. The processis 
the same as with thesulphate. The acid qui- 
nine salts, e. g., quinine bisulphate, must first 
be converted into the neutral salts, because the 
free acid dissolves the quinine chromate. The 
acid salt is first evaporated to dryness with am- 
monia and then treated as above.—Zettschr. 
Ocestr. Ap. Ver. 





The Gum Business in Maine. 

A dealer in spruce gum while on a visit west 
was,interviewed on the progress of this novel 
industry in Maine and said: “The product of 
the spruce tree is formed by the pitch, which 
exudes through the bark where the tree bas 
been scarred. It dries and hardens in the sun, 
and the lump which yuu hold in your hand has 
probably been years in attaining its present 
state. That stuff is worth from 50 cents to $1 
per pound, It is used extensively throughout 
New England by all classes and conditions of 
men. It is the very best of chewing gum, and 
when unmixed with other substances is not 
only harmless, but actually healthful in its 
properties. All our Maine girls chew it, and 
there is a notion prevalent that its use improves 
the complexion and reddens the cheeks. 

‘You would be surprised to know the extent 
of the gum industry of our State. There are 
men who make {t their business through the 
winter months, to follow up the lumber camps 
in the woods, and clean the gum from every 
log and tree thatis cut. They sell the gum to 
dealers, and make as high as $60 per month by 
their labor. We have also gum factories, and 
their output amounts to many thousands every 
year. Toas of gum are shipped from our 
State.”’ 

“But if it is fit for chewing in its natural 
state, what ne“d is there for factories?” 

“That which you have in your mouth is pure 
lump gum, unmixed with bark orpitch. But 
much that is gathered is mixed witk both and 
is unfit for use—the bark being bitter and the 
pitch sticky. At the factory all the choice 
lumps are sorted out and the largest and best 
put in the highest grade as No. 1 gum—worth 
90 cents per pound. Other cheaper grades are 
sorted out, and the residue. containing gum, 
pitch and bark, is boiled and skimmed until it 
becomes a beautiful white wax, which is cooled 
and then cut into small sticks, wrapped in tis- 
sue paper and packed in boxes eventually to 
be sold at retail at 1 cent per ‘chew.’ 

“The industry is in its infancy as yet, but 
is nevertheiess important. I could name a 
number of firms in Portland and Koston that 
bave made snug sums of money out of the gum 
business.”’ 
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Tannin and its Sources. 


Pr fessor Henry Trimble, of the Philadelphia 
College of Pharmacy, lectured last week at 
Franklin Institute on “Tannin, Its Present and 
Future Sources.” The lecturer began by ex- 
plaining that tannin and tannic acid were one 
and the same thing, the latter name being the 
usual one applied to the pure article, used in 
medicine and chemistry, and that it is colorless 
shining, amorphous and astringent acid, is 
derived from many plants and forms a green 
or blue precipitate with iron salts. It also con- 
verts animal membranes into an insoluble and 
imputrescibie substance known as leather. 

“Its properties,” said Professor Trimble, 
“were known before history began, but it was 
not untilthe beginning of this century that 
tannin was separated, Its present sources are: 
Turkish galls, which form on a variety of oak 
from the sting of an insect which lays an egg 
in the wound it makes onthe bark. A resin- 
ous substance, rich in tannin, surrounds the 
egg. protecting it until the larva is grown, and 
supporting it until it isready toemerge, Turk- 
ish galls yield 60 to 89 per cent of tannin and 
were originally used in its manufacture. Chin- 
ese and Japanese galls grow ina similar man- 
ner on several varieties of sumac. They are 
of larger bulk than the Turkish variety, of dif- 
ferent shape—being thin, horn-shaped and hol- 
low—and they contain the largest per cent. of 
tannin—70 to 80 per cent. Tamarisk comes 
from India and Northern Africa and contains 
50 per cent, The above three substances are 
principally used in the manufacture of tannic 
acid for chemical and medicinal purposes. 


“The tannin used in the arts and manufac- 
tures is principally derived from the following 
barks: Quercitron bark, which contains 5.9 per 
cent of tannin, chestnut oak, Spanish and tan- 
bark oaks, which are those principally used in 
this country. The last contains 16.5 per cent of 
tannin and is principally used West of the 
Rocky Mountains. In Europe the different 
species of oaks are used to a far greater extent 
than in America. The principal tanning ma- 
terial is hemlock bark, from Abies Canadensis, 
which yields 13 11 to 15.72 per cent and grows in 
the Northern and Middle statws. It is collected 
and used very wastefully,andin a few years 
the supply is likely to be exhausted. In 1880 
over 10,000,000 tons of hemlock bark were used 
and 350,000 tons of white oak bark. To reduce 
the cost of transportation hemlock is generally 
made into an extract at the point of supply by 
evaporating an infusion in vacuum to the 
proper consistency, yielding 20 to 30 per cent 
of tannin. Large quantities are exported to 
England and France and used in tanning or as 
a mordant in dyeing processes. 

“Owing to the fact that in some parts of the 
country the wood alone id gathered for lumber 
and the bark is allowed to rot, while in other 
sections, where the bark alone is sought, the 
lumber is not used, the hemlock is rapidly be- 
coming scarce. In Warren County, N. Y., last 
year nearly 6,000 acres Of hemlock timber were 
destroyed in this wasteful manner. Other 
sources of this valuable product, tannin, must 
soon be looked for.” 

The lecturer then gave the following as avail- 
able for tanning purposes: ** White spruce from 
Utah, yielding 20 per cent tannin, chestnut 
wood and bark, already extensively coming 
into use in the form of an extract, largely im- 
ported from France but available in America; 
mangrove, the bark of the root, which yields 
20 to 80 per cent of tannin; the tree grows rap- 
idly and is prolific in Florida and low-land 
tropical countrie*, on the banks of rivers; wat- 
tle bark froia the Mimosa tree, growing in Aus- 
tralia, The tree grows rapidly and could be 
cultivated in the Southern States; its bark con- 
tains 42 per cent of tannin; Quebracho, from 
the Argentine Republic, is so hard that it is 
unavailable for tanning purposes, for which 
the extrict, assaying 74 per cent tannin, is 
used, It is now largely consumed in France in 
dyeing, giving the deep black color sought 
after by French dyera; Divi-divi, the seed cap- 
sule of a tree native to the West Indies and 
Brazil; it yields 30 to 59 per cent; it isonly avail- 
able for dyeing, its use in the tanning process- 
es being prevented by its liability to fermenta- 
tion, causing the leather to rot; Myrobalans, 
the fruit of a tree in India, rich in tannin and 
now largely used to correct colors in leather 
and for dyeing. 

**A large proportion of our future. sup, ly is 
available from the sumac, which is now used 
extensively, being cultivated principally in 
Virginia. The variety grown in Sicily, Rhus 
coriaria, is imported to the amount of 12,000,000 
tons annually. A plantation produces 2,600 
pounds to the acre and bears for ten years. The 
leaves,when collected in June, contain the min- 
imum of objectionable coloring matter and 
yield 23.75 per cent of tannin. In July 23,73 
per cent is yielded, but the coloring matter. is 
disproportionately increased. The Sicilian 
sumac, 74.27 per cont tannin, is made in France 
into an extract, most of the coloring matter 
being removed in the process. Cutch, gambier 
and capagarie, a Mexican root, about complete 
the list of available sources. The methods of 
preparing and purifying tannic acid are almost 
jnnumerable. The original method was by 
precipitation from a solution in ether, but this 
method is becoming replaced by others em- 
ploying a cheaper golvent, like wood alcohol, 
acetone and acetic ether.’’ 

Professor Trimble exhibited samples of the 
various sources of tannin and by several ex- 
periments in tall beakers showed the beautiful

The Turpentine Industry in North 
Carolina. 

A Rockingham, N. C., correspondent reviews 
one of the great industries of North Carolina 
as follows: 

Turpentine is the product of the long-leaf 
pine, whose growth covers large areas in sev- 
eral counties of Eastern North Carolina, where 
the working of the tree isthe principal indus- 
try. North Carolina has for years held the lead 
in the product of turpentine. In 1880 her out- 
put amounted to 6,279,200 gallons; of rosin, 66,- 
896 barrels, and 80,000 barreds of tar, the total 
value reaching nearly $8,000,000. This does not 
take into account the lumber which is made 
from the yellow, or long-leaf, pine after it has 
been exhausted as a turpentine producer. 
Some years ago the turpentine business was 
much more actively carried on in this State 
than for the last two or three years preceding 
1886, because it was then much more profitable. 
Along in 1875 to 1878 the turpentine business 
was the ‘short cut” to wealth,and fortunes 
were rapidly piled up by those who pushed 
their business with energy. Then the demand 
for all the products of the long-leaf pine was 
active and the prices were good, and nearly 
every man in the piue belt who owned or could 
rent a few thousand trees went at the business. 
The consequence was that the market was 
‘‘glutted,”’ prices dropped and the demand 
ceased. The industry is, however, reviving 
again. 

The turpentine or long-leaf pine region of 
North Carolina lies east of the Great Pee-Dee 
River, which crosses the State near its centre 
and is the dividing line between the hill coun- 
try and the lowlands, or sandy section. A 
large body of long-leaf pines is called a ‘*flat,”’ 
and one could not well imagine a more deso- 
late place than one of these flats. It covers 
probably five bundred acres—sometimes a great 
deal more—and one may traverse its entire 
length and breadth without seeing so much as 
a daisy or blue-bell, the most common of flow- 
ers, to relieve the monotony of pines. It is 
literally a forest of pines, which rear their 


giant forms forty, sixty,a hundred feet high. 
The trunks are invariably ‘as straight as ap ar- 


row” and free from limb or branch until within 
about fifteen feet of the top, where the limbs 
branch out and give the top the appearance of 
an expanded umbrella. 

Every turpentine forest, no matter how 
large, is divided up into crops of 8,000 to 10,000 
trees. The tirst step in working a virgin forest 
is the boxing of the trees, For this purpose an 


axe, much longer and narrower than the ordi- 


nary “club axe,” is used, and it occupies the 
time of two men fora week or ten daysin 
boxing acrop. he box is cut on the side of 
the tree most exposed to the sun and about 
It is eight to ten 
inches across the face and about four inches 
shaped somewhat like the buckets 
Each box holds from 
After the 
trees have all been boxed they are left 
alore for about a week, at the expiration of 
which time the ground has all to be gone over 
This time the boxes are “cornered,” 
that is, two or three more chips are taken from 


on a grain elevator. 


the corners of the boxes, thus exposing a little 


more broken surface to the action of the sun, 
for, it must be understood, no turpentine ex- 
udes from the tree except where the bark is re- 
moved. Now begins the work in earnest. At 
intervals of one week the crop has to be gone 
over and each tree “chipped” or “hacked.” 
This process consists of beginning at the up- 
per edge of the box and at each round taking 
off a strip of bark about three inches in width, 
inclining from the outer edge of the tree and 
converging in the center. As the bark is re- 
moved the turpentine spontaneously exudes 
from the tree and runs down into the boxes 
which were first cut near the bottom of the 
tree. When the tree has been hacked as high 
up as it can be reched, then comes the more la- 
borious work of *’pulling.” This is virtually 
the same as hacking, the difference being that 
an Oval shaped tool is used to which isattached 
a handle ten or twelve feetinlength. The 
“pulling” is continued until the tree is stripped 
of its bark up about twenty feet, which is as 
high as it can be successfully worked. 

During all this process ot hacking and pulil- 
ing the boxes have to be dipped regularly 
about once a week. Barrels are placed all 
through the forest at convenient intervals, 
und the “dippers,”’ provided with buckets and 
small vessels for dipping the turpentine out of 
the boxes, go through the forrest and collect 
the turpentine which has accumulated in the 
boxes and empty it into the barrels, 

All the work isdone by negroes, who are 
paid by the piece—that is, they are paid so 
much to do acertain work. For instance,after 
acrop of trees has been boxed, one man is 
hired to do the hacking, another the dipping, 
ete., of that crop. One crop, or 10,000 boxes, is 
considered an average week’s work for one 
man in each department of the work. The 
work is superintended by a responsible white 
man, who “rides the woods” at stated periods 
to see that the work is properly carried on and 
to direct its management. The owners prob- 
ably never see the forest at all. They are 


jocated at the most convenient points on the 


railroad, where they have a store and where 
the distillery is located. 

After a forest bas been worked over one time 
and all the turpentine has ben procured from 
the first boxing, it is again gone over and back- 
boxed—that is, the other side of the tree is 
boxed and it is worked just as in the first in- 
stance. From this working as good a yield is 
often obtained as from the first, though the 
turpentine is not always of as good quality. 
After the tree has been worked the second time 
they are no longer of any value as turpentine 
producers, butare then cut duwn and converted 
into lumber and shingles. When a forest of 
long-leaf pine is cut down and destroyed the 
growth which follows it is invariably the short- 
leaf pine, which does not produce turpentine; 
indeed, it is fit for nothing but fence rails and 
fire wood. 

The process of converting crude turpentine 
into spirits and rosin is an interesting one, and 
yet itis difficult of lucid description. A still 
consists simply of a large cupper vessel and a 
“worm.” The vessel or pot is built up in 
strong masonry, with a furnace underneath, 
By the side of thisa tank is built, in which is 
placed the “worm,” a spiral-shaped coil of 
copper piping, and the tank is filled with 
water. The pot or still is then filled with crude 
turpentine and a “‘cap’’ is placed over the top 
of the still, From the cap a copper pipe 
runs to and connects with the worm in the 
tank, care being taken that no crevice is 
left through which the steam can escape. 
A fire is then builtin the furnace under the 


stilland the turpentine is soon boiling. The 
steam generated by the boiling turpentine hav - 


ing no otber means of escape passes through 
the copper piping attached to the “cap’’ and 
from there into the worm in the tank. The 
worm being kept constantly covered with cool 
water condenses the steam and it passes out of 
the worm intoa tank provided for the purpose, 
and is then ready to be barreled and shipped. 
During the process of boiling care must be 
taken to keep a good fire, for if it is allowed to 
die down the turpentine will boil over. If the 
least particle of it comes in contact with the 
fire there is no extinguishing it. 

When a “run” has been made and all the 
spirits extracted from turpentine what is left 
in the still is called rosin. That is, it is the crude 
turpentine from which the spirits have been 


extracted. This rosinis taken from the still 


and put into barrels forshipment. It is also 
called pitch and is used principally for calking 


ships and vessels. 


Crude turpentine is divided into three grades 


—virgin, yellow dip and hard. The virgin is the 


best grade and is that obtained from the first 
dipping of the boxes. Sometimes, however, 
the second and even the third dipping will class 


as virgin, The yellow dip, the second quality, 


is that obtained later in the season when the 
best of the turpentine is cxhausted. The last 
grade, hard—also called “scrape’’—is a grade 
that is obtained late in the season, when the 
weather has become too cold for it to run 
down into the boxes. lt hardens upon the 


hacked surface of the tres and is scraped off 
with a scraper, an instrument which in shape 
very much resembles an lodian arruw head. 
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Johnstown’s Wonderful Gas Well. 

When trains on the Pennsyivanin Railroad 
pass the little bamlet known as Grapeville, 
thirty miles easc of Pittsburg, passengers, un- 
less they have been over the road before with- 


in a year, invariably look around for the cause 


of a noise, not unlike the sound of escaping 
steam, that arises apparently from the side of 
the track and, for a few seconds, drowns the 
din of the fastest trains. The strange sound 
came suddenly in the night almost a year ago, 
and it shows no sign of diminishing yet. It has 
made life in its immediate vieinity unendura- 
ble, but less than one third of its power sup- 
plies the heat in manufactories forty miles dis- 
tant that support a population of 15,000. Ithas 
proven a gold mine to its owners, and revela- 
tion of unknown power to thousands, It is a 
natural gas well and the most famous in the 
world, 

The well is the property of the Westmoreland 
and Cambria Natural Gas Company. It is 
nearly 2,500 feet deep, and tke pressure at its 
mouth is 750 pounds to the square inch. When 
the well was “drilled in,” and until the gas was 
controlled, it came out of the ground in a solid 
column, apparently, and with a roar that soon 
compelled persons living in the neighborhood 
to remove to other quarters. As it comes from 
the well the gas is so dense that it can be seen, 
It has the appearance of bluesmoke, Six feet 
from the mouth of the well the color is almost 
white. At that height also the column closes 
firm and the gas spreads, but in the shape of an 
umbrella turned inside out, and is lost to the 
eye. The product of this well is from 16,000,0U0 
to 20,000,000 cubic feet daily, Fora time after 
the well**came in” its owners did not know 
what to do with it. Every attempt to control 
itfor a long time was futile. Plugs that 
weighed many tous were blown out of its 
mouth as if they were piecesof paper. Finally 
an ingenious appliance for dividing the pres- 
sure was invented, and the trouble was over, 

At an expense of $1,000,000 the Westmoreland 
and Cambria Gas Co. constructed a line of pipe 
connecting the well with the busy little city of 
Johnstown, where are the works of the Cam- 
bria tron Company. The pipe is 10 inches io 
diameter for a distance of 18 miles from the 
well; then there is 10 miles of 12-inch pipe, 8 
miles of 16-inch and 4 miles of 24-inch, Onlya 


little over one-third of the gas produced by the 
well is turned into this line, but the volume of 
gas that reaches Johnstown is more than suffi- 
cient to furnish fuel, not only for every de- 
partment of the Cambria Iron Co.’s mills, but 
for every other manufactory and private resi- 
dence along the pipe line. 


The experiment of the managers of the Idle- 


wild Camp-Meeting Grounds, about midway 
between the well and Johnstown, will illus 
trate in some degree the force of the pressure 
of 280 pounds of gas. 
nected with the main line 1,000 feet from the 
entrance to the grounds,

month ago. When it was projected a number 
of experts said thatthe attempt to transport 
gas more than thirty miles without pumping 
stations to maintain the pressure would be a 
failure. The result is exactly the reverse, and 
the company is now considering whether the 


immense quantity of gas which still escapes 
from the well daily shall be carried East or 
transported to points West. They are satisfied 
that one-third of the product of the well will 
be sufficient to supply all consumers at Johne- 
town and between that place and the well for 


years. It is sold for $200,000 a year, and this 
sum will be increased as the number of con- 
sumers grows. 


The cost of maintain’ng the 


line is not over $20,000 a year. Another $40,000 


@ year will maintain the lines that will carry off 


the gasthatis now going to waste, and the 
company expectsto have a net revenue of 
$540.00 a year from one well. 

The Westmoreland and Cambria Company is 
composed entirely of local capitalists. Its head- 
quarters are in Pittsburg, but it has had no 


share of the development of the business of 


furnishing natural gas in the city proper. 
Pittsburgers see natural gas fires in their 
houses and millsand great volumes of flame 


shooting from escape-pipes on all sides of the 


city, and for a year they have not seen the tops 
of buildings obscured by smoke, but compara- 
tively few realize the magnitude of the opera- 


tions which have made this possible. Six com- 


panies are now piping gas to Pittsburg. Their 
combined capital is $14,000,000. Their supply is 


drawn from wells on all sides of the city and at 


distances varying from six to thirty miles. 
During the two years ending December 31 
over 500 miles of pipe, varving from one to 
thirty inches in diameter, have been laid. This 
work during iast year furnished employment 
to 8,000 men. As many more miles of pipe will 
be laid before the close of the year. 

What the introduction of gas has done for 
Pittsburg can hardly be stated in words. In 
addition to having furnished constant employ- 
ment for from 6,000 to 8,000 men at the work of 
pipe-laying during the last two years, it has 
kept eleven iron mills, employing 7,000 men, at 
work night and day in the manufacture of 
pipes. The aggregate product of these mills 
during 1886 was 240,000 tons. Taking the aver- 
age size of the pipe manufactured to be six 
inches in diameter, weighing twenty-eight 
pounds to the foot. if the product ofthese mills 
was put together it would make a line of pipe 
8,500 miles long. With these mills making 
nothing but pipe-iron, with the quality of the 
product of all improved by the use of gas for 
fuel instead of coal, and with the cost of pro- 
duction great\y decreased, iron and steel man- 
ufacturers do not like to tell exactly how much 
they have been benefited. They admit, how- 
ever, that the total output of the mills of the 
district during tbe year 1886 was from 25 to 40 
per cent. greater than during the year 1885, and 
that the prospect for the present year is 
equally good. 

Every other industry has kept pace with iron 
and steel, glass manufacturers, perhaps, reap- 
ing a richer harvest than aoy other class. By 
the use of gas for fuel the quality of their ware 
has been so improved that common Pittsburg 
glassis now being used for mirr ra, Untila 
few months ago this branch of the glass trade 
was monopolized by Belgian manufacturers. 
Natural gas has also made the manufacture of 
plate glass of the first quality possible. Two 
immense factories—one at Tarentum aad the 
other at Butler—have been erected and plans 
are being prepared for another. The Taren- 
tum factory is one of the largest in the world

constantly growing stronger. Gauges taken 
last week showed that two wells in the Wash- 
ington field that showed a pressure of 125 
pounds a month ago now have a pressure of 
250 pounds. New territory is also being discov- 
ered.

There is an import duty in Germany neither 
on lead nor white lead. 

The wages average from 2 marks to 2.50 
marks per duy, which, if reckoned at the rate 
of 23.8 cents tothe mark, would be 47.6 to 5744 
cents. As to cost of labor per unitof quan- 
tity, I have, after much exertion, failed to ob- 
tain any accurate results. 

On referring to the German official statistics 
of the imports and exports into and from the 
customs territory of Germany, I fail to find 
that any white lead has ever been imported 
from the United States. 

Owing to white lead and white zinc being put 
down together in the official statistics of the 
Government, it is not possible for me to give 
separately the amount of import and export of 
these two articles. The export of these two 
articles was as foilows: 


Holland by a certain person named Stratingh, 
the principle of which forms the basis to-day of 
the ever increasing manufacture of this article 
of commerce. The Dutch process was fora 
long time kept a secret by the Dutch, who 
were the only manufaeturers of the article. 
This process gives, even at the present day, the 
best white lead, although its whiteness is not 
so well retained as that made by other meth- 
ods. The former, therefore, coutinues to be 
extensively followed chicfly in Holland, Bel- 
gium, France and England, and to some ex- 
tent in Germany. In fact, up to twenty-five 
years ago it was the only method in use in this 
country, when it was superseded by the so- 
calied German method and which is now al- 
most exclusively employed in Germany. The

The statistics of latter years show that these 
two articles are exported chiefly to Great 
Britain, Sweden and Norway, Holland, Bel- 
gium, the United States, Denmark, Austria- 
Hungary and France. 

In 1885, 7,106 tons were exported to Great 
Britain, 1,433 tons to Sweden and Norway, 1,231 
tons to Holland, 652 tons to Belgium, 445 tons 
to the United States, 432 tons to Denmark, 399 
tons to Austria-Hungary and 173 tons to 
France. What little of these two articles is 
imported into Germany, which amounted to 
only 2,985 tons in 1885, against 17,152 tons ex- 
ported during the same period, comes chiefly 
from Austria-Hungary and Belgium. 

The exports for the ten months ending Octo- 
ber, 1886, amounted to 12,301 tons, against 13,475 
tons for the same period in 1885. The imports 
for the same periods amounted to 2,316 tons in 
1886, against 2,961 tons in 1825.

This process requires from six to eight 
weeks, when all the lead in the chamber is 
converted into carbonate of lead (white lead), 
which is finally washed and dried. 

No trustworthy estimate can be given of the 
annual production of this place in early times, 
at least the first ten years of this century. The 
present annual production is about 30,000,000 
kilograms, which, at 1,000 kilograms to the ton, 
wceuld be 30,000 tons, about one-half of which 
is produced in this neighborhood 

About two-thirds of the product of the Rhine 
district—that is, of the 17,000,000 kilograms 
above referred to—is exported principally to 
England.

Manufacture of White Lead in Hol* 
land. 
REPORT OF CONSUL ECKSTEIN. 


When the manufacture of white lead was 
first introduced into Holland I have not suc- 
ceeded in asertaining, but am credibly in- 
formed it may safely be assumed to have been 
some centuries ago, and that it was knewn, as 
a paint, to the Greeks and Romans, 


It is said to be beyond doubt that in the nu- 
merous factories which were in Holland a 
century or more ago work was carried on ex- 
clusively on the old Dutch method (earthen 
pots and stable litter). 


In the course of time machinery has been in- 
troduced, and was even improved, for purify- 
ing and grinding the raw material, otherwise 
the old system always prevailed and isstill very 
generally adopted. 


There are said to be other methods which 
secure a Whiter and purer product; but the im- 
portant consideration of ‘“‘superior covering 
power” of the article, which the old method 
insures, has never been and probably never 
will be equalled by any other. 


A good while ago there were attempts made 
at a place called Wormerveer, and more re- 
cently at Utrecht, to introduce what is known 
as the “German method” (vapors of acetic and 
carbonic acids in a heated room), but with little 
success, as [ am informed. 


The ‘French” or “liquid method,” “by pre- 
cipitation,” has never been tried in Holland. 

In the now existing factories the old method 
is stillemployed. There is a new factory in 
course of erection and soon to begin operations 
iu this city which may, perhaps, adopt some 
new system or process. 

In the early part of this century and down to 
about the year 1835 there were a great muny 
small factories in this country; long rows of 
them were situated along the road from Am- 
sterdam to Haarlem and on the river Zaan. It 
is calculated that in the year 1875 and there- 
abouts the 10 then existing factories produced 
from 1,500,000 to 2,000,000 kilograms per annum. 

It is impracticable to ascertain the exact fig- 
ures representing the present anuual produc- 
tion. I can only state that it is said to be very 
much less than from ten to fifteen years ago, as 
several factories have since stopped operations, 
in consequence of the formidable competition 
which has set in from Germany, especially 
Cologne houses. Besides this, zinc-white is 
now used much more extensively than in 
former years. 

The product now finds hardly any other 
markets than those of the country itself, for 
home consumption, and those of its colonies. 
In former times considerable quantities of it 
were exported to Germany, but if any is now 
sent there it can be only very little. 


A gentleman, formerly engaged in the manu- 
facture of the article to a large extent, informs 
me that during the years 1868-70 and there- 
abouts his firm sold at times over one-third of 
their whole product to Hamburg. 

Manufacturers sell it in the dry state, and 
mostly in powder. Formerly large quantities 
of it, especially for the Hamburg market, were 
delivered in broken cakes, “crushed,” or in 
little “‘loaves’’ of about one kilogrom each, 
very oftenevery one of them put up in blue 
paper; but it does not seem that there is now 
any demand for packing it in this manner. 
Small lots are sometimes turned out or de- 
livered ground in oil for ship’s use or for ex- 
port to the West Indies, but most of the 
“grinding” is done by the merchants in dyeing- 
materials (dyestuffs), many of whom have their 
own mills, employing steam, horse, or hand 
power. 

By the manufacturers it is very generally 
sold pure, but lots for export are often ordered 
by traders to be turned out in an adulterated 
condition, containing cheaper substances, such 
as sulphate of baryta, chalk, etc., to an extent 
of 10, 20, and more per cent, 

My informant, a former munutacturer of the 
article under consideration, states to me that 
about ten years ago his firm received an order 
from a Hamburg house for a large lot of the 
goods in question to contain 15 per cent white 
lead and 85 per cent sulphate of baryta for ex- 
port to Rio Grande. The order was attended 
to, arid followed by a similar one in the next 
year. 

In Holland it always wasand is now known 
by the name of loodwit (sometimes witlood). 

The various names mentioned are or have 
been applid to the output of certain “factories” 
in different countries; as, for instance “Krems 
White,” which formerly enjoyed a high repu- 
tatin, was made by a house in Krems, Austria, 
which, it is said, worked by the old Dutch 
method. 

The raw material for the manufacture of 
white lead consists of the very best and purest 


imported principally from Germany,of the best 
marks, and, to a certain extent,from Belgium 
and England, In former times there was some 
of it brought here from Spain. English lead is 
considered to be superior to all others,but gen- 
erally too high in price. 

The imports of raw lead into Holland are

At present the price of “soft lead” in this 
market is quoted to be from 7% to 8 florins per 


50 kilograms,subje<t to the usual terms of sale, 
consisting of a small percentage for allowance 


or deduction from the gross weight of the arti- 
ctc, etc.,and brokerage amounts to & per cent, 

The stock on hand here is now and very 
often low, and as there are nowadays No specu- 
lative transactions taking place here the price 
fluctuates but very little,which in former years 
was quite the reverse, 

There is no customs duty on lead in Holland. 
It is a free article, like all metals imported ina 
raw or unmanufactured state. 

In this country no lead is obtained by the re- 
duction of silver ore which contains lead. 

On wages of labor, product per laborer, and 
cost of labor per unit of quantity I should have 
been specially pleased to be able to give the 
fullest and most authentic information, such 
as I believe the department looks for and ex- 
pects, and to this end I made every possible ef- 
fort, but, unfortunately with only indifferent 
success. 

All that I can say as to these important mat- 
ters is based upon what I learned from my in- 
formant, already above referred to, and who 
for many years manufactured the article, and I 
regret it is not nearly as explicit as I wish it 
were. According to his statement it appears 
quite impracticable to make answer to these 
questions in really clearand comprehensive 
form, as the wages paid for labor in this indus- 
try differ very much, and are generally and 
comparatively very low in the country at suoh 
places as Schoonhoven, Gouda and Kralingen, 
where existing “factories” are located, and 
usually very high in the cities, or at Rotterdam 
and Utrecht, where there are also three facto- 
ries. 

Wages of labor, he says, are an important 
factor in making white lead. as avery great 
part of the work must be done by hand. 

Astothe cost of labor per unit of quantity, 
he represents that with thirty-five to forty 
hands and atwelve-horse power steam engine 
he produced from 350,000 to 400,000 kilograms 
ot white lead per asnum, 

I feel quite convinced that more distinot ana 
better information, such as would contain all 
the figures showing the wages paid to workmen 
and laborers for any given time, the product 
per laborer, andthe cost of labor per unit of 
quantity, could be given, but not without the 
assistance of some one now engaged in the in- 
dustry of making white lead. 


I applied for or requested such assistance of 
several of the principal manufacturers, but up 
to the moment of preparing this part of my re- 
port I hav not received any any answer from 
either of the parties,and as I do not believe 
there is any prospect that they,or either of 
them, will furnish me the desired data, I shall 
not delay the transmission of this report when 
completed; and if afterward I should receive 
anything from them which may seem to me to 
be useful to the Department I shall communi- 
cate it. 

American white lead isnot to be found in 

this market, and was never an article of im- 
port; so say those who are in the trade —well- 
informed and reliable firms, 
* The fact as to whether there really is or not 
any opening for American white lead in this 
market is not very easily determined; that de- 
pends upon certain circumstances, Up to the 
present no effort seems ever to have been made 
on the part of our manufacturers or exporters 
to introduce the article and create a demand 
for it; the matter has, it appears, never been 
practically tested. 

As to stating conditions under which a trade 
in the American article might be established 
here, merchants and commission houses de- 
cline to do so, further than to say that if the 
American product is as good as the home-made 
and German, or better, and if it can be offered 
as cheap as, or cheaper, than theirs, then there 
would seem to be no doubt that it could be 
successfully introduced into this market. 

In short, the producer at home, in this in- 
stance, at any rate,must come to the consumer 
here if he wishes or intends to find a market 
here for his product. 

The trade here will not look to or go toa 
far-off couctry for its supply of an article like 
white lead, which can so conveniently be pur- 
chased at home and in the near German mar- 
ket at satisfactory rates and terms, unless the 
manufacturer or exporter at a great distance 
offers to it some special inducement or advan- 
tage. 

J. Ooster, Esq., of No.4 Vondelstraat, Am- 
sterdam, is the gentleman who so kindly assist- 
ed mein the matier. He has been for nearly 
twenty years, from 1860 to about 1880, the man- 
aging partner of the firm of Ooster & Co.,which 
during that time were the principal manufac- 
turers of white lead, and who had their factory 
at Amsterdam. 

At present Mr. Ooster holds a responsible po- 
sition in the national government, and he has 
given me permission to use his name in this re- 
port, and also to state that if any party or par- 
ties in the United States desire to correspond 
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with him onthe subjact under consideration 
he shall be quite pleased t» hear from them, 
and he would answer them any further ques-

The Valuation of Vulcanized Rubber. 


ED. DONATH, 


The manufactures of vulcanized or hardened 
caoutchouc find extensive and continually in- 
creasing application for technical, scientific 
and various other uses. Although rubber ar- 
ticles are subject to various degrees of change, 
even to complete uselessness, they are generally 
bought without any previous examination of 
their character. Thisis principally due to the 
fact that the nature of the vulcanizing proce*s 
is not yet thoroughly understood, and that the 


causes of the changes which are wrought by 


time, by which the rubber articles become 


hard and brittle, are little known. Neverthe- 
Jess, it is already possible to give a few princi- 
ples, upon which the valuation of rubber 
goods may be based. 

According to all knowledge that we now 
possess, the vulcanizing process cannot be 
considered a chemical process in its restricted 
sense, in which an atomic combination in defi- 
nite proportions takes place. This is shown, 
among others, by the fact that not sulpbur 
alone, but other compounds containing sul- 
phur, metallic sulphides, e. g., mercury sul- 
phide, lead sulphide, etce., will perfectly vul- 
canize rubber, in which case it is not to be as- 
sumed that the sulphur is completely or even 
partly removed from the sulphur compounds, 
According to all appearances, vulcanized rub- 
ber is a molecular compound of indefinite 
proportions similar to the a}loys. 

Unvulcanized rubber hardens at compara- 
tively low temperatures, but again softens at 
60—60 degrees C., losing its elasticity, and pos- 
sesses less power of resistance towards, chem- 
ical agents. Vulcanized rubber, on the con- 
trary, maintains its elasticity at low as well as 
high temperatures, and shows a different be- 
havior with solvents and other chemical 
agents. Alloys, however, also show changes 
in their physical and chemical properties ss 
compared with their constituents, and small 
quantities of one of the latter often suflice to 
considerably influence the properties of the 
alloy, for example, chromium and tungsten in 
iron or steel. 

Ina certain sense we may, therefore, consider 
vulcanized rubber as an alloy of the organic 
substance, rubber with sulphur, in which the 
latter may be replaced by metallic sulphides, 
which does not represent a true chemical com- 
pound, that would require the formation of a 
well characterized individual, but which is also 
essentially different from a simply mechanical 
mixture. 

Others have, however, looked upon the vul- 
canization of rubber as being connected with 
the formation of achemical compound. For 
example, Unger says: “About the character 
of the organic sulphur compound we are com- 
pletely in the dark; it is possible that the white 
efflorescence, consisting of microscopic crys- 
tale, which is especially found on strong pieces 
and which consists of sulphur and a hydro- 
carbon represents the compound, which im- 
parts to the remaining particles the character 
of vulcanized rubber. 

However this may be it is nevertheless ad- 
missible to assume that in order to obtain the 
object of vulcanization, namely, the change of 
the pbysical and chemical properties, one and 
the same quantity of sulphur will always be 
required, beyond which the original proper- 
ties of the caoutchouc cannot be advantage- 
ously changed. 

This relation between the caoutchouc sub- 
stance and sulpbur is not knowr, and the 
statements regarding the same differ greatly. 
Heinzerling states that the quantity of sulphur 
employed inthe manufacture varies from 10 
to 24 per cent, but that with an addition of 6 to 
7 per cent perfect vulcanization is effected; the 
sulphur used in excess of this quantity simply 
serves asa mechanical admixture. According 
to Hausner, the quantity of sulphur used for 
vulcanizing is from 10 to 24 per cent. 

According to Feichtinger vulcanized rubber 
does not contain more than | to 2 percent com- 
bined sulphur, and Unger states that 100 parts 
ot rubber require at least 1 part, and at most 
2 parts of sulphur for vulcanization, Accord- 
ing to the investigations made by others and 
myself it is cer’ ain that in practice the addition 
of sulphur is always more or less in excess of 
the actual requirements, and as will be shown 
further on, numerous experiences show that 
the excess of su!phur which isonly present as a 
mechanical mixture, is the cause of many dis- 
agreeable properties and disadvantageous 
changes of the rubber articles. 

The addition of mineral matters, aside from 
its use for coloring, is made for the purpose of 
giving greater solidity and bardness. From 
the statements made regarding these additions 
and from the results of my investigations 
given further on, itis certain that the admissi- 
ble limit in this direction is far exceeded in 
most manufactures. A generally applicable 
limit can not be given for the vulcanized arti- 
cles, because some necessarily require a large 
quantity of mineral additions to anewer cer- 
tain requirements, while otbers should contain 
as little mineral matter as possible. In the 
manufactures of hard rubber, the caoutchouc 
gubstance plays a comparatively subordinate 
part as compared with the hardening additions, 
the sulphur and mineral subdstances,‘it no 















longer serving asan elastic,but rather as a flex- 
ible constituent,in many cases only asa conven- 


ient binding material for the additions, which 


is preferred to other less exprnsive binding 


substances on account of its resistance against 
solvents and other chemical agents. Some ad- 
mixtures of organic origin, sucb as cork meal, 
leather scrap, etc., must decidedly be cunsid- 
ered deleterious. The additions of thickened 
linseed oil and other fatty substances, which 
has been much used recently for gas and wa- 
ter pipes, on account of their impermeability 
are of considerable advantage. The articles 
treate1 in this way are much more permanent, 
perhaps because the rubbcr is protected from 
the changing influences of the atmosphere. 
From the above we may conclude that the 
value of a technical rubber article will essen- 
tially depend upon the quantity of organic 
caoutchouc substance and the relition it bears 
tothe vulcanizing sulphur or metallic :ul- 
pbides present. The greater the latter prupor- 
tion is the greater will the value of the rubber 
article be, and we may express its value by the

in which S represents the percentage of sul- 
phur and B the percentage of foreign admix- 
tures, mineral as well as organic; The valua- 
tion of a vulcanized rubber article would there- 
fore require only a chemical examination and 
in special cases perhaps a mechanical testing 
for the determination of its elasticity.—Ltschr.

Cotton oil is firmly held to former prices 
owing to the higher range in lard and greases, 
and the |imited supply of oil. Crude is quoted 
at 83@84c for prime grades, with very little of- 
fering. The demand is equal to the supply, 28 
very little prime oil is offering in the Southern 
markets, although no scarcity is reported. The 
latest development which has caused talk in 
the trace is the purchase of the Atlanta, Ga., 
mill, particulars of which are given elsewhere 
on this page. The Southern markets are un- 
changed, being still quoted at 30c in New Or- 
leans and 31@32c at Memphis. 

Refined cotton oil is on a firm basis of 40c for 
prime summer yellow and 36@37c for off color. 
This price is likely to be advanced in the do- 
mestic trade in sympathy with lard values and 
owing to the fact that supp.ies are limited 
there being no surplus to export. The out- 
ward movement has been rather fair during 
the week, amounting to 1253 bbls; this port is 
shipping more than last year principally for 
the reason that orders previously filled at New 
Orleans are attended to here, and the apparent 
loss of business down South is made up ir this 
market, which is and will continue to be more 
than ever the center of the cotton oil 
business, It is said that all the surplus 
oil intended for foreign markets, has been 
exhausted as stated above, and the stock now 
being drawn upon is from the domestic de- 
partment. Receipts of oil from the primary 
markets have been trifling for the past few 
days, aggregating only 916 bbis since last writ- 
ing, but a holiday intervenes and that accounts 
partly for the comparatively small amount. 
Soapstock is freely offered at 144@1c in lots 
of 100 bbls, but without exciting any interest. 
This office has received a letter from Liverpool 
to the effect that pric: s for cotton oil from the 
U.S. will have to be lowered in order to com- 
pete with Eaglish vil.

tant factor in the policy of the Trust. They 
propose, as fast as possible, to deal direct with 
with the farmers who produce the raw material 
and the people who use their products and 
thus do away with ‘middle men,’ who are mak- 
ing handsome profits out of the seed as wel as 
the products. The ‘middle men’ realize that 
their occupation is about gone, and hence re- 
sort to all kinds of tactics to malign the con- 
solidation known as the ‘American Cotton Oil 
Trust.’” 

“What do you know about the American 

otton Oil Trust certificate?” 

“Well, I know thie: That Northern capital- 
ists and investors are large buyers of these 
securities, and thus are helping us to carry an 
industry in which millions of exclusive South- 
ern money was absorbed, and the capital thus 
liberated is likely to be reinvested in building 
up other Southern industries.” 

“Where are these certificates bought and 
sold?” 

“On the stock exchanges of the various cities, 
The mills which have up to now been practic- 
ally ‘close corporations’ are from this on 
thrown open to the public, and the farmer who 
sells them the seed, or exchanges his seed for 
meal, the buyer and consumer of the products, 
all have a chance to participate in the benefite 
and profits arising out of the business by in- 
vesting according to their means and inclina- 
tions in American Cotton Oil Trust certifi- 
cates.” 

“Will you remain in charge of the factory?” 

“I have beer solleited to continue, but have 
not decided yet to accept; but it’s likely I 
shall,”’—Atlanta, Ga., Constitution. 

The mill was bought for cash, no certificates 
having been issued for this purpose asrum«red 
in New York.

Animal and Fish Olls. 

Lard oil continues to advance in value, in 
sympathy with lard and other hog products, as 
outlined in our editorial pages, City pressers 
were quoting 55c in the early part of the day 
for prime oil, but at the close were asking 56c, 
which is an advance of 2c per gallon over this 
time last week. Higher prices have shortened 
orders to a small extent under the impression 
that a “corner” exists in lard and that it will 
soon break. The higher values are based on 
short supplies of hog products here and abroad, 
and instead of any decline in price the tendency 
ig permanently upward, in the opinion of 
pressers. 

Oleo oil has received a setback owing to the 
demoralized Holland market and consequent 
lack of export demand. A good quality of oil 
is offering at 8340. The domestic trade is quiet. 
A very depressed feeling prevails in the Chi- 
cago market. 

There is no quotable change in either sperm 
or whale oils. Both markets are unusually 
firm, especially for refined oil. There is room 
for an advance ail around for the lJatter, but 
trade is so slow that an opportunity really does 
not exist for an advance in values. The statis- 
tical position of crude whale should bring bet- 
ter results, and now that greases have gone up 
with other oils following, a change may be 
soon reported in sperm and whale. 

Menhaden;fish oil occupies a nominal posi- 
tion. There are no offerings or bide, but con- 
siderable curiosity exists as to what will be the 
outcome of the discussion on combination, It 
ig the chief theme of discussion, and the trade 
hardly knows whatto doin the meantime in 
regard to purchases and sales. It may be said 
that the movement to consolidate interests has 
met with good progress, and were it not for an 
unavoidable hitch which causes delay, the 
question would have been settled before to- 
day. The sale of 2,000 bbis. prime Northern oil 
reported in this column last week, has caused 
some discussion, and there is a disposition to 
question its accuracy. The sale did not 
occur in this market, and no _ person 
in New York bad anything to do with it one 
way or the other; hence the knowledge did not 
become disseminated until the fact was made 
kpown in this column. That the sale was made 
recently is beyond dispute, according to the 
statement of the seller who was the manufac- 
turer of the oil, but as the transaction was on 
private terms, the prices given were merely 
said to besuch. Thereisa firm feeling to the 
market tor both crude and refined, but with- 
out any quotable change. 


Mineral Oils. 

On the subject of paraffine oils this office re- 
ceived a letter from Liverpool last week, which 
reads as follows: “Some makes of 25 or 24 par- 
affine oils are freely offered for part and for all 
this year of 1887 at a price (£6 10s and £6 5s) 
that does not net the shippers in New York 
over 7c per gal, and at the present rates the 
net result is less. These oils are not wildcat 
brands, but the best and well-known brands on 
the New York market.” 

The report was mentioned in this column 
some months ago as coming from certain ship- 
pers who had complained that their busi- 
ness in paraffine oils was ended, owing 
to the low values named by manufac- 
turers to foreign buyers direct, thus doing 
away with middlemen. The export trade 
is avknowledged to be a losing one, but 
every manufacturer desires to keep his brand 
before the public, and endeavors to make up 
the loss by profits on other grades of lubri- 
cants and illuminants. If there is no money in 
paraffine oils, all the refiners still pursue the 
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business, and we hear of no departures from 
that line, The domestic trade in paraffines is 
suvplied at 8c for large Jots,and it is said 
that one brand is selling at 8c for 26 gravity. 
There is little or no fluctuation in 28 gravity. 
which remains at 644c, with no indication of a 
break. 

Cylinder stocks are occupying a quiet place 
in the trade—in fact the whole trade is quiet. 
Prices are maintained on all grades except dark 
steam refined. There are a gc od many special 
grades of cylinder oils which compounders or 
manufacturers sell to consumers direct at 
much better prices than the regular market. 

Black oils are on a steady basis of former 
quotations, but there is general complaint of a 
lack of business,except in the way of filling old 
contracts. Prices are shaded aceording to size 
of orders, which are generally small at the mo 
ment. Middlemen are having very little to do 
as prices are too low for so many bands to get 


a profit. 
Oil Cake. 

One thing after another arises to disturb the 
oil cake market. If it is not high ocean freights 
the stagnation is attributed to lack of demand 
abroad, or strikes at this port, but a fresh 
trouble has to be throttled. The market is de- 
moralized and shippers here are paying their 
compliments to a Chicago commission house 
that is said to be dumping cake in the foreign 
markets under regulation prices and throwing 
away the cutin freight rates from Chicago to 
the seaboard. The slaughter has been going 
on for some time, but not to such a prominent 
extent as recently,and the effect is very per- 
ceptible in this market, It has been made a 
matter of frequent correspondence between 
here and Chicago, but how to prevent the de- 
moralization caused by such action, i3 a ques- 
tion not easily solved. Western cake is quoted 
at $24 75 for New York delivery and $2500 on 
spot, but transactions are few. 


Oll Seeds. 
The course of the Chicago flax-seed market 


during the week ending February 19, was as :

ness of demand resulted in the carrying over 
of a few lots.

An Argument for Oleomargarine. 


A correspondent of Bradstreets thinks that 
the farmers who are fighting oleomargarine, 
pay very dear for their whistle,§j and concludes 
his argument as follows: 

“There is no good commercial reason why 
oleomargarine butter should not sell for as 
much proportionately now as prior to 1884, and 
butter-makers have themselves only to blame 
for having to compete with these lower prices, 
The tendency of the special legislation is simply 
to drive a manufacturing industry out of the 
country where it will still compete. Besides 
this, the cattle producers have lost about 
$2,000,00) in the lower price of oleomargarine 
oilin the past three years, and from present 
appearances there wiil be a loss on depreciated 
oil and oleomargarine butter of from $3,000,000 
to $5,000,000 annually, besides the loss of a home 
market for millions of dollars worth of milk, 
butter, cottonseed oil and neutral (or leaf lard), 
that would enter into the manufacture of the 
different grades of oleomargarine if made 
here. 

“Oleomargarioe butter is now sold in the 
European markets for just what it is and is 
becoming popular. Is it not possible that it 
may become so popular as to displace all ex- 
cept the finest grades of natural butter, and 
thereby force the lower grades of this butter 
into ‘his market in competition with our home 
goods? Many revolutions in trade have brought 
about stranger things than thie.”

TUESDAY EVENING, Febiuary 22, 1887. 

The week under review has been character- 
ized by a much lower range of prices than has 
preyailed during any week since early last 
autumn. The causes leading to this have been 
the lack of interest on the part of outside oper- 
ators, the large new production and the contin- 
ued dullness in the market for export oil, with 
the steadily declining prices abroad. The out- 
look for a better range of prices, except as the 
result of speculative manipulation for a tem- 
porary rise, is not very flattering and produc- 
era must look for other indications than are at 
present apparent. The proposed legislation in 
Pennsylvania has not affected the market, but 
should a bill pass reducing the storage charges 
it- would no doubt stimulate speculation in cer- 
tificates and thus remove one of the factors 
that has led to the present depressed condition. 
The range of prices has been circumscribed, the 
extent being less than 2c until Monday after- 
noon, when aturn upward was inaugurated. 
The lowest price of the week was on Wednes 
day last when sales were made at 60c, and the 
highest was the closing figure of Monday, 
which was 63}g¢0. Ae the week opened at 605¢c 
the close showed a gain of 2}4¢c. Trading may 
be called fair on the local exchange where the 
sa'es for five days amounted to 13,582,0.0 bar- 
rels. The total clearancés for the week were 
16,822,000 bbls, and those on the three remain- 
ing exchanges 25,300,600 bbls. Notwithstanding 
the large new production the average deliveries 
are still lurgely in excess of the average runs 
and the next report of the pipe lines will pro- 
bably show a larger reduction of the stocks 
than did the report for January. 


The reports from the producing regions con- 
tinued to be of a bearish character and calcu- 
lated to keep prices in the lower sixties, al- 
though the new wells brought in have not 
added so much to the production as did those 
brought in during the preceding week. On 
Wednesday last in the Washington field, the 
Lee well No. 2 was 30 feet in the sand and mak- 
ing but a 8ery small showing of oil. The 
Wright No, 4, located on the adjoining lease 
struck oil at 83 feet inthe sand. The McGahey 
No, 7, after being torpedoed flowed 20 barrels 
in 16 hours. Whittlesby’s well was doing 125 
barrels a day; the well is 10 feet in the Gantz 
sand. The Barre No. 10, Wright No. 5 and Mc- 
Keowen No. 20nthe Martin farm were near- 
log the sand. At Taylorstown the Carson well 
was drilied deeper with but a small showing of 
oil; the sand is very uniform and it shows 
some pebbles, Lut for the most part is nearly a 
clean, black slate wit an occasional shell. The 
well was neariy 40 feet below the top of the 
sand, and was regarded as a dry hole. The 
Blaney well was nearing the Gordon 
sand. Inthe Butler field the Phillips No 2, on 
the Markel fs..m, got oilin the afternoon, and 
was one bit in the pay streak. It was spraying 
about 8 bbisan hour. The well is 22 bits in 
the sand, and is the heaviest gasser yet drilled 
in that locality, and this leads many to believe 
it ig an edge well. The Blakely No 1 had de- 
clined rapidly and was reported at 50 bbis per 
hour this evening by outsiders. The Phillips 
No 3 waa shot and increased to the rate of 36 
bble per hour. The Markle No 2 and the Lei- 
decker, on tha Blake.y farm, will extend or 
end the pool on the Southwest. The total pro- 
duction from 25 wells is 4,800 bbis this evening. 
There were none of the wells torpedoed, and 
their production late in the day was as follows:

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On Thursday iu the Butler field the Phillips 
No. 2,on the Blakely farm, began flowing at a 
tair rate when 20 feet in the sand. Blakely No, 
1 bas etuod quiet all day and gauged 50 to 56 
bbis per hour. Leidecker No. 4 was agitated 
and at 4 p,m was doing 80 bbis per hour, Phil- 
lips Nos. 3 and 4 were reported ut 30 and 20 bbis 
per hour respectively. Markel No. 2,was7 bits 
in the oil and spraying 13 bbls per hour. 
Leidecker No lon the Blakely farm, between 
the Blakely No 1, Phillips and Markel No2 was 
eight feet in the sand and gassing stronger than 
the Biakely did at the same depth, but not 
pearly so strong as the Markel No 2. This 
shows that the ga» is increasing to the south- 
west, on the 45 degree line, and poists to a 
quick ending thereabouts. Leidecker’s gusher 
and Blakely Nos 1 and 2 are wells that point to 
something back of them larger than bas been 
generally credited to the puoi or fied, and it 
waithe opiuion of scou's that the develup- 
ments over the bili alopg the . Onnaquenessing 
was butaspur and that the main tield will be 
found southwest of the present gushers, The 
production from 27 wells was close to 8,520 bbls 
rating Blakely two at 2,000; Leidecker 1,800: 
Biakely one, 1,200. Phillips’ share of this is over 
6,000 barrels. At Washington the Carson farm 
well continued to drill in slate all day. The 
Crandall weil struck the sand at midnight and 
showed some oil. They shut down at once, and 
the well filled 800 feet. The Blaney weil struck 
sand at noon. From the Lima field it was re- 
ported that the Cazard well, in Auglaise county 
was 25 feet in the sand and making agood 
show. This well is in territory that has hereto- 
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fore not shown up worth anything. The Neill- 
town company’s wellon the Apple farm was 

in the sand, The well on the J. W. Kemper 
farm was in the sand, but had made n» show 
so far. A good well has been drilled at 
Francisville, Pulaski county, Ind., about 
150 miles nearly due west of Lima. The 
oll being the same as that found there. 
On Friday, in the Butler fieid, the Leidecker 
No 1, on the Blakeley farm, tapped the upper 
pay in the afternoon and was making 10 bbis 
per hour, She will be drilled in, and is ex- 
pected to prove a big one. Their No 4, on the 
Heid farm, was oot stirred up, and was making 
75 bbls hourly. The Phillips No 1, oa the Heid 
farm, was shot and responded to the tune of 
600 bbls per day. Their No 3 was makiog 18 
bbis hourly; No 4 was making 25 bbls hourly, 
and No5 muking 20 bbis hourly. Their Nos 1 
and 2, on the Blakely, are making about 27 
bbis hourly each.

R. Jenning’s No. 1, on 
the Wm. Brownfield farm, Pontious pool, was 
45 feet in the sand and showed no oil. At 
Washingten the Lee No. 2, Thome farm, was in 
the break and doing 10 barrels an hour. The 
Caldwell & Co. No. 2, onthe Whittlesbey farm, 
was doing 120 barrelsa day. The Willets’ No. 6 
was on top of the sand and flowed by heads, 
At Taylorstown the Blaney well reached five 
bits in the sand. It averaged 13 barrels an 
hour for the first six hours. The Cundall well 
showed no change and was waiting tankage. 
The Carson was drilled about 30 feet and got all 
slate except the 4 feet of sand struck at 26 feet. 
No fourth sand or gas was found. On Saturday 
in the Taylorstown district the Blaney well was 
drilling in sand mixed with slate and seems to 
have almost reached the lower edge of the 
sand. The gauge showed a production of 244 
barrels in 24 hours, of which the run in the six 
hours preceding the scout’s report amounted to 
45 barrels. No change wa’ reported from this 
well up until the close of the Exchange. From 
Reibold the Markel No, 2 was reported as doing 
55 barrels hourly, the Blakely No. 1 was flowing

The Petroleum Spring at Broxburn. 

Ata meeting of the Scottish section of the 
Society of Chemical Industry in Edinburgh, 
recently, a paper by Mr. D. R. Steuart, chemist 
to the Broxburn Oil Company, on the occur- 
rence of petroleum in a shale mine at Brox- 
burn, wasread. The writer said that the ex- 
istence of petroleum in this country was by no 
means a rvre thing, but with the exception of 
an oil spring in Derbyshire, utilized by the late 
Mr Young and his patron, Mr. Meldrun, its 
occurrence had been regardrd more as a curi- 
osity than as having a commercial value. He 
had before him samples of crude petroleum, 
one of which was obtained from a coal pit at 
Hurlet, near Glasgow, in 1864. The oil in that 
case was found issuing from a fissure, which 
was the result of a trouble in themine, It 
dropped out slowly. The mine was a hot one 
aud probably that was the cause of the sub- 
stance becoming liquid. At the temperature 
in the bottle before him it was semi-solid. The 
petroleum from BKroxburn was of a different 
consistency, being more liquid at the same 
temperature. In July, 1884, indications were 
observed of the existence of petroleum at 
Broxburn, which was the chief center of the 
oil trade in Scotland. Wheu boring for shale 
at abou! one hundred fathoms down, the bor-

leum was found in some quantity, 
ent supply wasjfound in a mine_which was be- 
ing driven off the main shaft at a level below 
the Broxburn and the Dunnet seams, through 
a series of stratified rocks consisting of calca- 
reous bands and poor shale. 





The pres- 


The petroleum 

was here found oozing from the roof and sides 
ofthe mine. Its specific gravity was 0.830, and 
the solidifying point 61 deg. F. The color was 
brown by transmitted and green by reflected 
light. When refined in the usual manner it 
gave 34.10 per cent of burning oil. The brine 
which accompanied (this petroleum had a spe- 
cific gravity of 1.085, that of sea water teing 
1.025, and gave 11,261 grains of solid matter, or 
14.69 per cent, or 2534 ounces per gallon, a very 
high amount of soluble matter. Chloride am- 
monium was present, 0.1 1b. per gallon. Com- 
bustible gas was given off in the mine, and at 
the sand pit, where at one period it blew regu- 
larly for a day or two every month. There the 
discharge of gas was now much less frequent 

occurring only at intervals of several months, 
orwhen the barometer was very low. Of 
course the discharge of gas was a common 
enough thing in mines, but the association of 
brine and gasand crude oil, as it occurred at 
Broxburn, was of interest, as these were gene- 
rally associated in other parts of the world, 
The portion of the field at Broxburn contain- 
ing petroleum was of considerable extent, and 
doubtless was sufficient to make it profitable 
to attempt to pump it, if it would only flow. 
It however contained too much parafiine, it 
was semi-solid at 60 deg., and therefore could 
not be pumped—a simple but fatal objection 
to this oil supply ever becoming of practical 
importance.

Natural Gas and the Sun. 


It affords us a great deal of pleasure to assure 
the readers of the Derrick that the sun is good 
for 10,900,000 years of service, such as we have 
been getting. We give this assurance on the 
statements made by Prof. Sir William Thomp- 
son ina lecture before the Royal Institution, 
London, last week. While little has been said 
about it there has been considerable appre- 
hension in the oil cOuntry in regard to the 
staying qualities of the sun, and therefore the 
oil community has gone into the natural gas 
business. We do not mind being left once ina 
while, but we object to being left in the dark. 
This emergency has been provided against in 
our natural gas development, and we are more 
or less serene on its light and heat question. 
We shall be very glad, indeed, to have the sun 
keep right along at the old stand us if nothing 
had happened, more on account of the rest of 
creation than for any difference it will make to 
our immediate constituency. But any time the 
sun feels disposed to quit we shall see what we 
can do torub along. We do not deny that sun- 
light bas its advantages, but so has natural gas, 
and very decided ones. Sunlightis absolutely 
of no use after night, and the moon cannot be 
relied On. This isa great drawback. It is after 
dark that people want their light. In daytime 
you can get along very well without it. But 
assoon asitis dark, where are you? Here is 
where the advantages of natural gas shine out.

Still the 
farmer has a happy-go-lucky way of getting 
along and we would be willing to bank on his 
piling up riches with or without sunshine. In 
regard to drying clothes, we have the patent 
clothes-wringer, not to mention the clothes- 
wringer agent, and then every day isn’t wash 
day.thank heaven. As we said, we hope the 
sun will keep right along for 10,000,000 years 
and not mind us, but with all respect for Prof. 
Sir Thompson, we trust we will not be blamed 
for preparing for any possible emergency.—

Infringement of a Lubrieating Oil 
Patent. 

Lord Kinnear, in the Court of Sessions last 
week, closed the record in an action at the in- 
stance of Robert Hutchison, a member of the 
firm of Hutchison, Main & Co.,oil manufactur- 
ers, Glasgow, against Patulio Brothers, oil re- 
finers and merchants, Washington street, Glas- 
gow,in which pursuer seeks to recover the 
sum of £10,000 as damages for alleged infringe- 
ment of a patent which Mr. Hutchison obtained 
in October, 1873, and amended in September, 
1886. The patent is for the protection ofa 
process for the thickening and oxidizing of oils 
and fate by means of exposure for eight or ten 
days, at a temperature equal to that of boiling 
water, in trays of half aa inch depth, and for 
making improved lubricants by combining ox- 
idized or thickened vegetable or animal oils or 
fats with mineral oils. It is stated for pursuers 
that their lubricants have become widely 
known, but it has been discovered by them that 

_ defenders have Of late been employing a pro- 
cess for preparing lubricants which is an in- 
fringement of the letters patent. In defense 
it is maintained that the practice of mixing an- 
imal or vegetable with mineral oils was fol- 
lowed long before the date of the letters patent 
and they deny infringement, They plead that’ 
sufficient specification of the alleged infringe- 
ments has not been given on record; that there 
has been no infringsment; that the letters 
patent are invalid in respect of disconformity 
between the provisional and final specifications; 
that the final specification is insufficient and 
unintelligible; that there wasa prior publica- 
tion and prior use of the process patented; that 
there was a prior grant of letters patent; that 
the process is not generally useful, and that 
there is no ingenuity in tbe mixing of oils as 
provided for in the specification.—London 
Grocer.

The Amended Billingsley Bill. 


The Billingsley bili, with ite amonded sec- 
tions, as approved by the eommittee of oil pro- 
ducers, is presented below: 

SECTION 1. Beitenacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Common- 
wealth of Penusylvania in general assembly 
met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, that it shall be the duty of every 
corporation and partnership association, limit- 
ed or otherwise, and of a/l aad every other per- 
800 Or persons now or hereafter engaged in the 
business of transporting and storing crude pe- 
petroleum of gravity exceeding thirty-five 
per cent, Beaume, at a temperature of 60 deg, 
Fahrenheit, by means of pipes and tanks, to 
deliver all such petroleum received by them re- 
spectively for storage and transportation, or 
either, or other petroleum of like kind and 
quality at any point reached by their respective 
pipe lines used for the transportation of petro- 
leum of like quality which the owner of such 
petroleum may designate for such delivery. 

Sec. 2, That no corporation, partnership. as- 
sociation, limited or otherwise, or other person 
or persons now or hereafter engaged in the 
business of transporting and storing crude 
petroleum of gravity exceeding thirty-five 
Beaume at atemperature of 60 degrees Fah- 
renheit by means of pipes and tanks, shall 
hereafter damand or receive any compensation 
n excess of fifteen cents for each barrel of 
torty-two gallons of petroleum for all services 
performed in receiving, transporting and de- 
livering the same or other petroleum of like 
kind and quality at any point not more than 

fifty miles distant from the point where the 
same shall have been received and five cents 
additional per barrel of forty-two gallons for 
cach additional fifiy miles or fractional part 
thereof that the same may be transported. 

Sec. 3. That no corporation, partnership as 
sociation, limited or otherwise, or person or 
persons now or hereafter engaged in the busi- 
nees of transporting and storing crude petro- 





leum of gravity exceeding 35 degrees Beaume 
at a temperature of 30 Fabrenheit by means of 
pipesand tanks shall deman4 or receive of or 
from the owner or owners of any such petro- 
leum any compensation for the storage thereof 
during the first thirty days after the same shall 
have been delivered for transportation and 
storage, and nosuch corporation, partnership 
or association or person or persons shall de- 
mand or receive from the owner or owners 
of any such petroleum in its, his or their cus- 
tody any compensation for the storage thereof 
after the expiration of the thirty days afore- 
said in excess of three two-hundredth (3-200) 
parts of 1 per cent. per day for each barrel of 
42 gallons so long as the same shall remain in 
such custody. 

Sec. 4. That no corporation, partnership, as- 
sociation, limited or otherwise, or person or 
persons engaged in the business of transport- 
ing and storing crude petroleum of gravity ex- 
ceeding 35 deg. Beaume at a temperature of 30 
deg. Fabrenheit by means of pipes and tanks 
shall deduct from aay such petroleum received 
by them respectively for transportation and 
storage more than two percentum thereof or 
make other charge for water sediment, waste 
and the like, and shall make said deduction or 
charge at the time when such petroleum shall 
be so received and at no other time, provided 
that in case of loss of any pretroleum while in 
the custody of any such corporations partner- 
ship, association or other person or persons, 
caused by fire lightning, storm or other un- 
avoidable cause, sush loss shall be borne pro 
rata by the owners of all the petroleum in such 
custody at the time thereof. 

Sec. 56. If any person or persous, partner- 
ships, association, limited or otherwise, or 
corporations engaged in the business of trans- 
porting and storing crude petroleum within 
the Commonwealth shall violate any of the 
provisions of this act the person or persons 80 
offending, and any president, chairman, di- 
rector, manager or other officer or agent of 
apy such corporation or limited partuership 
association, so offending, who shal! directly or 
indirectiy pafticipate in, assent to or knowing- 
ly permit any such violation, shall be guilty of 
@ misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof 
shall be sentenced to pay a fine not exceeding 
$5,000 to the person or persons injured and un- 
dergo an imprisonment not exceeding two 
years for each offense.

NOT TO DESTROY THEM. 


Having in these pages and by other means assured those who may have had any doubts on the subject, 
that we should not reduce our prices to the level of those of any of our competitors, or lower the standard 
of our goods to their standard, we beg to add some forcible reasons why low prices should not be encour- 
aged by distributors. These reasons, which we quote from an address delivered before the Pharmacists of St. 
Louis, a month ago, show how so astute a merchant as 


MR. JAMES RICHARDSON DEPRECATES LOW PRICES. 


‘*T will now leave this branch of the subject by remarking that one valuable fact has been proven by the present 
method of conducting the trade, a lesson as valuable to the retailers as it is to the wholesalers themselves. 

“It is this : There is nothing made in the long run by buying goods very cheap, for it invariably follows that such 
goods will be sold at a still smaller profit than before. The experience of the retailers affords ample proof of that fact, for they 
are making less money now than they made in times that are gone. It comes about in this way: Ten per cent. made upon 
nothing yields nothing for profit thereon, while the same per cent. upon something invariably does. It follows in all classes 
of trade that just as goods are bought low, the percentage of profit in selling must be increased in the same proportion or the 
result will turn out against you all the time. The facts in the conduct of both branches of our business for the several past 
years have been that all hands as they purchased at low prices have insisted on selling at lower percentages still, and the 
result, if continued much longer, will relegate us all into the ranks of the purely benevolent class. Would we not show good 
sense by abandoning the present way before we find ourselves there? ” 
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The logic of these remarks is unanswerable and affords the strongest possible

against reducing prices onany class of goods that is not yielding exorbitant profits to the manufacturer or 
distributor, or the sale of which could not be increased by such reductions more than enough to compensate 
for the loss in the margin of profit. But Mr. Richardson was not unmindful of the still 


MORE IMPORTANT PROFESSIONAL REASON 


for not entering upon or encouraging low prices, namely, that debased prices mean debased goods. In speak- 
ing of scalpers and ‘‘ black sheep” of various sort, he said: 


‘*Tt is to such men as these that we owe all this bad state of our affairs. But there are few, very few: and would there 
were none. There are many less among us than spread this virulent pestilence through most other branches of trade. Do 
not see them, do not mind them; but do your honorable business in equally honorable ways, regardless of their wily and 
dishonorable tactics. Sell your goods in all cases for fair and liviag profits—profits which your time, incessant labor, ex- 
perience and skill expended thereon, justly entitle you to receive. Persevere in doing your business on this, and on only 


this plan. 
‘*In Cue time you will find it out, if you do not know it already, that all trade that is vorth having, prefer to deal with 


open and fair minded men, * * * * * * $tand firm, then, on these honest and strong foundations upon 
which our past success was achieved. Do not lower your standard one iota, but raise it still higher and higher.” 

The importance of this advice cannot be overstated. The responsibility resting upon physicians and phar- 
macists, rests equally upon distributors, and they cannot permit commercial instincts to over-ride their sense 
of such responsibility and lead them to handling goods which are made to be sold on the “Cheap John” basis. 
There are no kinds of goods made which permit of more sophistication than pharmaceutical preparations, and 
unhappily, the sophistication frequently cannot be discovered until the failure of the goods in the physician’s 
hands has led to most serious results, or until it is exposed by chemical analysis. 

We have no disposition, nor has it ever been our policy, to compete with good, bad or indifferent makes of 
goods in our line. The standards employed by us alone, are simply those within the reach of any conscientious 
manufacturer, and when strictly adhered to, settle completely the question of prices. Measured by the 
standard of real value, our goods are cheaper than those of any other manufacturer, and we therefore have 
no cause either to reduce our prices or depart from the absolutely Pharmacopeeial standards to which we have 
always adhered in deference to the professional relations which the manufacturer of surgical and pharma- 
ceutical articles bears to the physician and pharmacist. 

We believe distributors will agree with Mr. Richardson that there is neither mercantile nor professional 
reason for a reduction in prices, and will appreciate the motives which lead us to maintain the standard of our 
goods and the prices that yield distributors as well as ourselves, a fair return for the time, labor and capital 
employed in handling these goods and the skill, care, and experience involved in their production.

TuEsDAY EVENING, Feb, 22, 1887. 

Although the week has been broken by & 
holiday, there has been a good deal of business 
done in all lines, notwithstanding the fact that 
there is less activity than at this time a month 
ago. The speculative element which has been 
largely responsible for the recent appreciation 
in values is gradually disappearing from the 
market, and most of the business reported of 
late has been to supply t'e regular wants of 
consumption, which are beginning to make 
themselves more strongly felt. The weakness 
in the quinine market is the chief feature of 
interest and secm+ to be unaccountabie unless 
the market is being depressed for a purpose, 
which is not improbable. There is a stronger 
market for opium, and it is expected that mor- 
phine will further advance. The bromine 
and bismuth preparations are all higher, 
there have been several important changes in 
e sential oils, and the market generally has 
an upward tendency.

The firm tone of the mark.t which has pre- 
vailed for some time past, has been augmented 
within the past few days by the strong reports 
frou London and the primary market. The 
result has been an advance in prices, thoush 
at the close the market was somewhat unset- 
tled, there beiag a wide difference in the views 
of holders. So far as we can learn the advanc- 
ing tendency of the market has not 
stimulated the demand to any great ex- 
tent. Asale of 10 cases high test is reported at 
$t10, but ordinary quality is procurable at 
23 70@3 75, with $4 the extreme price ina few 
instances for cas> lots. Cables from Smyrna 
report an advancing markct and a good de- 
mand with $12s paid. Later, the high grades 
were quoted there at 12s 10d. Mail advices state 
that the damage to the crop has been more 
serious than bad been first reported. Cables 
from London report buyers there at $12, Io 
broken packages there isa very good jobbing 
business reported on the spot at improved 
prices, the general quotations being $3 75@3 &F, 
as to holder and quantity. There is a good 

obbing demand for powdered, which now 
commands $4 75@5, as to quantity. 

The market for morphine is very firm at the 
recent advance, rnd owing to the upward 
tendency of the crude material higher prices 
are looked for in the n-ar future. The jobbing 
demand continues active, and there has been 
some inquiry for large lots, but so far as we 
can learn no sales of consequence have vc- 
curred within the week. The principal do- 
mestic brands are quoted at $270 in bu!k, $275 
in ounces and $3 in eighths, 


Quinine. 

The quinine market for several days past bas 
had a rather easy appearance owing to the dis- 
position shown by some holders to realize. Early 
in the week there was a sale ot 20,(00 ozs. at 5téc 
and this has been followed according to re- 
port. by sales at 55c,and it is thought 5ic has 
been or would be accepted in some cases, It is 
hard to account for the break, as to ail appeur- 
ances the market isin as good condition as it 
has been at any time since the up 
ward movoment setin. In fact, the situation 
has improved of late, as consumers are buying 
more freely. It is intimated that the market is 
being deprossed for a purpose, and that when 
that purpose is accomplished there will be a 
sharp teaction, but, on the other band, as the 
epeculative activity has died out to some ex- 
tent, and, as the outlook is no more encourag- 
ing than it has been for weeks past, the weak- 
ness may be the natural resul!. In some quac- 
ters there is a belief that the domestic manu- 
facturers are contemplating an advance in 
their price, and acting on this impression some 
holders bave fixed their limit at 6)@61 «. 

The unsettled condition of the quinine mar- 
ket bas acted adversely upon cinchonidia, and 
very little business bas occurred within the 
week. No change in prices have occurred, 

The receipts of quinine for the week have 
been 35,450 ozs entered at the Custom House, 25 
cases not entered, and 4 cases for St. Louis,

The Billingsley Bill, 

Following are the comments of the New 
York Zribune on this now famous bill. The 
objections urged against the bill and the sug- 
gestions made in the 7r.bune article will be 
found to be essentially the same as appeared in 
our comments on the bill in last week’s Re 
PORTER: - 

It begins to look as if the depression in crude 
oil and the deadness of speculation were re!ated 
to a large extent to the legislation proposed in 
the Pennsylvania body of law makers. The 
Billingsley bill proposes to reduce pipeage 
charges and rates of storage. There can be but 
one side to the question as to the burdensome- 
ness of present storage charges, and they have 
been a tremendous handicap to bull specula- 
tion. The public, asa rule, prefers to op: rate 
for a rise, and yet there have been such disas- 
trou; experiences on that side that it has be 
come a common saying: “There’s no use buy 
ing oil with the carrying charges eating you 
up.” Now, a reduction in the rates could 
probably be made by the National Transit 
Company without injury to itself and to the 
benefit of the owners of oll. 

Even if the reduction were unprcfitable the 
company could probably afford to order it if 
any loss could be made up by profit in other 
branches of the business of the allied Standard 
interests. But thie reduction in the cost of 
storage could protably be secured by concert- 
ed, conservative action on the part of the pro- 
ducing interestaand the cxchanges. But the 
Billingsley bill seems to bea piece of crude and 
bungling legislation which will benefit only a 
small outside refiving interest if it even does 
that. There is littie clamor for lower tran :‘poi- 
tation rater; that does not heip the producer, 
as whatever is added on or taken off the cost 
comes from or goes to the c nsumerr. 

The requirement that the pipe lines shall con 
nect with every well opened is not only a piece 
of legislative tyranny, but it will stimulate the 
reckless wildcatting and wasteful development 
work,'whicb’have,been among the curses which 
the foolish producers have cailed down on 
themselves. And yet there are some producers 
who think that the friends cf the Star dird sys- 
tem should lend a hani to speculation, while 
the produc ng interests are doing everything 
in their power to increase stocks, to exhaust 
the producing regions prematurely and to 
barrass the business of the great handlers of 
the article. The worst result of the Billingstey 
bill, acct rJing to the views of most producers, 


is that Bradford oil, the great Culk of the sto: k 
above ground, would not be brought under 
the provisions compelling a reducticn in stor 
age rater, because it is stored under a contract 
which the legisiature bas no power to impair. 
The effect of the bill would be to create a 
at discrimination eqainet Bradford oii, that 
8, against the oil that is the larger part of the 
basis of National Travsit c rtificates which are 
the subject of exchange dealings. The biil, it 
is petty generally ayrced, ougbt not to be 
come a law without radical amendment, but 
ite aime—if intended reaily.to benefit the trade 
—can be more satisfactorily accomp.ished 
probably, by mutual conference and compro- 
mise of the producing and tbe handling inte- 
ests. Thesu'ject demands the immediate ut- 
tention of the exchange and every ind.vidual 
interested in petroleum, and we shal! probably 
have occasion to refer to it again,

As is usual when a holiday intervenes busi- 
ness is more or lees affected thoreby, the past 
week being no exception to the rule, The 
strikes which have interfered of late in ship- 
ping goods promptly, being over, a fairamount 
of goods are going forward, which will satisfy 
current needs of consumers for the time being. 
Bleaching powder cotinues to attract attention 
both here and abroad, with prices tending up- 
wards. Caustic soda in consequence of light 
stocks available on the spot is firmer. Soda ash 
and gal soda are both quiet and the same may 
be said of chlorate of potash. A better demand 
is reported for nearly all of the fertilizing 
chemicals which is only checked by the scar- 
city of sailing vessels that are all engaged for 
the present in carrying coal. Oxalic acid is 
firmer while Brimstone is weaker. Tbe other 
articles on the list show few cha'.ges as noted 
below. A Newcastle steamer to hand brings 
a full cargo of which only a small portion is 
sold. Mr. D. B. McCullochin speaking of the 
Liverpool market under date of February 5 
says: “Except in the soda products the year 
has, on the whole, opened rather more favora- 
bly for chemicals, etc. Manure materlals— 
The persistent war rumors and consequent 
financial disturbances have tended to check 
any activity. Salt cake,soda ash and caustic 
soda all dull and lower. Bleaching powder 
scarce and fully 54 dearer. Chlorate of potash 
drooping. Sulphate of copper steady. Borax 
bas lapsed into dullness at the advance. Oxalic 
acid has suddenly advarced nearly id per Ib. 
Other chemicals practically unchanged. In 
Nitrate of soda there has been a large business 
done for prompt delivery and early arrival at 
rising prices, closing fully 9d higher. Sulphate 
of ammonia became excited and touched £12@ 
12 2g 6d but the demand suddenly subsided and 
a marked fall bas taken place. Mauganese ore 
scarce On spot and irregular.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 
Carbonated soda ash 48 p:r cent of the vari 

ous Liverpool makes is getting quite scarce on 
the spot, owing to the non-arrival of vessels 
with stocks on way. The demand being light, 
as nearly all of the large consumers have suf- 
ficiert stocks on hand for several weeks to 
come, no advance.in pricesis likely to occur. 
Few inquiries are being received for shipments 
extending over the year or for prompt deliv- 
ery. The jobbing trade ts light and for smal! 
orders of favorite brands from store 1%5@ 
1 87}4c is named while for shipments on way or 
during March and April 1 2244@I 25c is quoted 
as to brand and quantity. There is no change 
in the position of high test, which continues to 
rule steady under a limited demard for either 
spot or for forward delivery. There is no dis- 
position shown by holders to press their goods 
for sale previous to arrival, as all reports from 
abroad indicate a stronger market for the near 
future. The sales comprise 50 tons at 1 20@1 25c 
as to brand, quantity end holder. It is rumor- 
ed that negotiations are pending between the 


. LeBlaoc and ammonia process makers which 


may change the entire position of tae soda 
ash market in the near future. 

Caustic soda ash 46 per cent, which has arriv- 
ed quite freely during the week, is generally 
under contract for delivery in the West. There 
is not much cal’ for spot lots us the bulk of the 
large consumers usualiy place their contracts 
for shipment several wonths ahead. There has, 
however, within the past day or so, been a bet- 
ter demand, the sales aggregating 250 tons for 
shipment at 1 20@1 22}¢c as to brand and quan- 
tity, also 50 tons in a jobbing way from store at 
1 25@1 30c as to brand and holder. Since the 
consumers of high test have teen using high 
test B M, there is almost no demand for the 
ordinary Liverpool makes, consequently quo- 
tations are only nominal, the range being from 
1 15@1 20c as to quantity and make. Late mail 
advices quote the Liverpool market as being 
steady at previous quotations with not much 
going on. 

Alkali 36 per cent. cannot be called active, 
eti)l there is a fair jobbing trade in progress for 
this article,as many of the Eastern mills con- 
tinue to use this iest in preference to any 
other, Forstore parcels the price ranges from 
1 25@1 27}¢c: while for lots on way 1 15@1 25c is 
quoted, as to quantity and make. There has 
only been a moderate demand for B. M. 48 per 
cent,, either for spot or future delivery. The 
eales comprise 150 tons at prices ranging from 
1 3-16@I 25c, as to quantity and date of delivery, 
High test B. M., owing to free arrivals during 
the past week, is againz in better stock for im- 
mediate delivery, and less complaint is heard 
among the trade about the non-delivery of 
goods. resulting from the strikes. There has 
been a fair amount of business done in future 
shipments, the sales aggregating 450 tons at 
1 4%@!1 lic, as to quantity and date of shipment, 
also 150 tons in jobbing orders on the spot at 
1 15@i 25c, as to quantity and holder, 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent continues to 
come freeiy to hand notwithstanding the re- 
ports from abroad in relation to the curtatiling 
of the output by the various makers. Another 
steamer is due witha fair cargo, the bulk of 
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which, however, has already been placed for 


consumption. There has only been a moderate 
inquiry for shipments to come forward during 
the spring months for the reason that nearly 
all of the large glass manufacturers have suf- 
ficient stocks to carry them through this fire. 
The sales comprsse 150 tons to arrive at 120@ 
1 2244c as to quantity and date of shipment,also 
50 tons from store at 1 25@127}¢c asto brand and 
holder. High testis without special feature. 
Stocks being well concentrated, prices are held 
steady. For lots on way and later shipments 
the price ranges from 110@115¢c as to make, 
test. quantity and holder, vith sales of 175 tons 
reported within the range. 

Caustic soda 60 per cent during the past few 
days has developed rather more life especially 
for shipments during March, the sales aggre- 
gating 150 dme at 2 6744@2 70c as to brand and 
quantity, also 50 dms from storeat 2 75@2 80c as 
to quantity. High test under reports of a fur- 
ther advance iu freights is a shade firmer, with 
considerable more in yuiry reported during the 
past few days for both spot lots and for ship- 
ments during March and April.

Messrs. G. & L, Pilkington, in 
speaking of the market under date of Liver- 
pool Feb. 5, say: ‘Bleaching powder is very 
scarce indeed, for both prompt and February 
delivery, and demand continuing good, pric: s 
have advanced daily; £7 17s 6d@3 per ton for 
hardwood, f o b Liverpvol, being to-day’s 
quotations. Softwood bas been in very good 
inquiry, and a large business done at prices 
ranging from £7 7s 61@7 10s, and an advance on 
the higher price is row asked. Makers are all 
very fully sold for February. From Newcastle 
we hear market is very strong at £7 12s 6d net, 
fob Tyne; softwood, with large sales up to 
May, at £7 10@7 128 ¢d, same terms. For for- 
ward, tuyers seem more inclined to operate. 
Sellers’ ideas are high, and we do not hear of 
much business. £7 I(s,f o b, for hardwood, 
has been bid for all 1887." 


Sal soda English has ruled very quiet during 
the week, the recent arrivals having in a 
measure supplied consumers’ wants for the 
time being. Store lots are held at 9J@95c, as to 
quantity, while from steamer on way and for 
later shipment 80@82}¢c is quoted as to brand, 
quantity and holder.

Saltpeter—During the past few days more 
i:.quiry is reported both for spot and for earl; 
spring delivery. The sales comprise 1200 bags 
at prices ranging from 454@47c as to test and 
quantity. Late foreign mail advices in speak- 
ing of the London market say: The market 
remains inactive, and business of small im- 
portance, notwithstanding the rumors of war, 
w:.ich in normal times would have led to more 
speculative purchases. 178 3d@l7s 6d per cwt 
is the quotation for ref. 5 lb on the spot, and 
16s 94@17s per cwt for arrival. The shipments 
from Calcutta to the United K ngdom (accord- 
ing to Reuter) for first half of January was 300 
tons, and second balf 900 tons—total 1200 tons 
against 1000 tons in the month of January last 
year.

The improvement in the dye market is not 
marked as yet, though there are evidences that 


there are brighter timos in stir», Dealers 
generally are hopeful and look forward to 
next month as promising much better resulta 


than have been experienced 
seasons, The strikes in Paterson have a very 
depr°sting effect in some lines of trade, which 
is expected to be only temporary. The cutch 


market has become firmer, having been re- 


lieved of some choap lots, and zambier, thuugh 
quiet on the spot, is selling well for forward 
delivery and is very firm. 

The situation in aniline colors remains about 
the same as heretofore. There is very little 
improvement noticeable in the demand and 
prices are certainly no better. This market is 
given some attention in our editorial columns 
this week. 

Artificial alizarine is selling slowly in small 
lote for the supply of current requirements. 
Prices remain as when we last wrote, 19c being 
demanded by some holders, though others 
Offer at 18@18c and in some instances will 
probably accept less. Alizarine assistant is in 
about the usual dewand and remains steady 
and uochanged in price. 

Albumen is receiving a fair share of attention 
from consumers though orders are entirely for 
small lots to meet passing wants. There has 
been no change in prices and the market may 
be written steady at 17@17éc for imported 
blood, 16@17c for prime domestic and 144%@ 
15}ée for dark No 1% domestic, : 

Bichromate of potash remains az when we 
last wrote. There is a fair ) »bbing demand and 
prices receive steady support. We continue 
our quotations of 9}44@934c according to size of 
order. 

There is nothing of consequence doing in 
cechineal and the market presents a dull aad 
nominal appearance. The quotations are 30@ 
8lc for silvers, 32@4c for blacks and 34@3é6c for 
gray blacks, 

Cutch is somewhat firmer than at the date of 
our last, the few cheap lots offering having 
been taking out of the market. The demand 
bas been comparatively ligbt and we hear of 
nosales of consequence. ‘ibe market closes 
firm at 15428c for Diamond 8, M. on tke spot. 
and 6}426%4c for future shipments. , Star B is 
qu otable at 7%4c and slabs at 64@7%c. 

Dyewoods remain firm but as far as we can 
learn there is very little new business. For 
Hayti logwood holders are quoting $26 for 
wood from the north side of the island, $21@22 
from the south tide and $30@82 for Laguna. 
Mexican fustic is quoted at $27@28, Lima wood 
nominally at $40@42 and Sapan wood at $48. 
Chipped and bolted dyewoods are in moderate 
request and are firmiy held. We quote log- 
wood at 1}¢c, Laguna at !?%c and fusiic at 1K@ 
194c. 

The demand for dyewood extracts continues 
active in a jobbing way but we find nothing 
new in the situation. We quote 42 deg. log- 
wood at 44@ic, 51 deg. at 5@744c and chemi- 
cally pure at 9}44@l0c. Fustic extract remains 
firm at 7@8c for 42 deg. and &44@9c for 51 deg. 

Divi divi is dull and neglected, as the princi- 
pal buyers are kept out of the market by the 
troubles with their employees at the miils. We 
hear of a small sale at $75, but $65 will buy. 

Gambier is in somewhat better demand, 
though the inquiry is principally for lots to 
arrive. We hear of the gale of 5) tonsfrom the 
Virgine del Guarda, on the way, at 5@5éo, 
and 200 tops by other vezsels at 474@5c 
Lots fro:n store are selling fairly, though priao- 
cipally in small lots. We getsales of 150 bales 
at 544@5}40, and a few smal) lots from vessel at 
6c. Shipments now cost 5c. 

Indigo is moving rather more freely, but as 
the principal buyers are being supplied by de- 
liveries direct, there are no sales of conse- 
quence to report. Boston advices report a 
better business there with sales of 110 cases 
Bengals, principally low grades, within the 
quoted range. Prices here are firm and un- 
changed at 950@$1 for low grade Bengals, $1 05 
@i 12% for medium and $1 25@1 40 for the finer 
kinds, according to quality and quantity. 
Guatemalas are quiet but remain steady at 
7244@80c, as to quantity and grade. There is 
nothing new in Madras or Manila.

Soap Lyes and Glycerine. 


A subject of considerable interest was dealt 
with at the fourth meeting of the Society of 
Chemical Industry, heli on Feb. lat Manches- 
ter. Dr. Scbunck, F. RB. 8., occupied the chair. 
and Mr, J, Carter Bell acted as secretary. The 
subject was discussed in a paper on “The 
Treatment of Soap Lyes fcr the Recovery of 
Glycerine,” by Mr. A. H. Allen, of Sheffield 
president of the Society of Public Aaalysts. 
The author pointed out the rapid growth of 
glycerine manufacture of late years. This was 
due to a great extent to the greater number 
and extent of its applications in pharmacy, 
and its use in soap making, in gas meters, and 
so forth; but these uses were wolly over- 
shadowed by the enormous quantity now con- 
verted into nitro glycerine for the manufac 
ture of dynamite. The production of dyna- 
mite, which itself contains 75 per cent, of nitro 
glycerine, amounted to several tons per diem 
for a single works in the west of Scotland, 
This enormous quantity was used legitimately, 
and was sold openly without record of the sales 
or similar precautions such as are required in 
the case of thesale of poisons; while, on the 
other hand, people arriving from America and 
foreign parts have their luggage submitted to 
a ridiculously keen scrutiny. At present the 
great bulk of the glycerine of commerce is 
either a secondary pr.duct of the soap works, 
and hence is produced by saponifying fats with 
caustic soda, or it results from the saponifica- 
tion of fate under high pressure with water and 
a limited proportion of a base. Of late years 
the recovery of glycerine from spent soap- 
makers’ lyes has acquired much import- 
ance, and a number of patents have been ob- 
tained to effect this object. The specifications 
show thatit is very much easier to obtain a 
patent than to make a discovery. The different 
patented processes for treating spent lyes may 
be classified in the following manner, accord- 
ing to the objects aimed at by the patenteee:— 
1. To remove and destroy the albuminous, 
resinous or soap matters from the lyes. 2. To 
facilitate the removal of the salt, etc. 3. To 
economize the cost of concentration to the 
point at which the product may either be 
used as crude glycerine or purified by dis- 
tillation. Practically the only process now em- 
ployed to any considerable extent for the treat- 
ment of scap lyes consists in neutralization of 
the free alkali, whereby a precipitate is ob- 
taived containing albuminous and resinous 
matters, fatty acids, etc.; evaporation of the 
filtered liquid; fishing out of the common galt 
as itis deposited; and further concentrating 
the liquid to obtaina crude glycerine. This 
still retains a considerable proportion of salt, 
besides other impurities, and to remove these 
it is necessary to distil it, which is effected with 
the aid of super-heated steam. In this last 
operation the Germans are ahead, and succeed 
in recovering good glycerine from lyes which 
in Englund would be considered extremely dif- 
ficult to treat. Recently a process bas been 
patented by Mr. B Nickels and the author of 
the paper for the use of solutions of copper for 
purifying soap lyes. These effect the ready and 
complete removal of the sulphocyanides, an 
equivalent amount of the hyposulphites being 
destroyed at the time, and, by using excess of 
copper, the complete oxidation and destruction 
of the remainder of the byposulphites can be 
effected. 

The ferrocyanides andalbuminous, resinous, 
fatty and coloring matters present in the lyes 
are also thrown down by treatment with cop- 
per, with the result that a crude glycerine is 
obtainable from Lancashire lyes with greater 
facility and of far greater purity than was pre- 
viously possible. The removal of sulphur 
compounds, such as hyposulphites and sulpho- 
cyanides, is extremely important, as when 
present in the crude glycerine they cause the 
production of very troublesome volatile sul- 
phur compounds on distillation, which gravely 
affect the quality of the distilled product, 
which for the manufacture of nitro-glycerine 
requires to be of a high degree of purity. The 
copper is readily recovered from the precipi- 
tate, and thus may be used again, an advantage 
which 1s not shared by any other metal practi- 
cally available. Theseries of samples produced 
showed the various stages of the process as it 
has been recently carried out at the works of 
Messrs. H. Mathieson & Co., of Widnes, where 
experiments of manufacturing scale are still in 
progress, and have hitherto been attended with 
very promising results.—London Grocers’ Ga- 
zette.
